IRISH Ministers will face intense 
questioning from unionist leaders 
later today, as the historic north- 
south talks resume at Lancaster 
House in London. 


Before that, the two unionist 
parties will start the day with a 
Statement of their attitude to 
future North-South links in the 
context of a possible new British- 
Irish agreement. 

With surprising speed, the two 
governments, the SDLP and the 
Alliance Party, completed their 
opening submissions during yes- 
terday’s three-hour session. 

As the talks got under way, the 
Taoiseach, Mr Reynolds, and the 
British Prime Minister, Mr Major, 
reaffirmed their willingness, as 
co-signatories to the. Anglo-Irish 
Agreement, to consider “a new 
and more broadly-based agree- 
ment or structure.” 

Delegates arrived shortly before 
2 pm in brilliant sunshine for a 
meeting many thought unlikely 
ever to take place. Proceedings 
began with an opening statement 
7 the Strand Two chairman, Sir 

inian Stephen, the former 
Governor General of Australia. 


The Tanaiste, Mr Wilson, then 
read the joint message of goodwill 
from the two heads of govern- 
ment. 

Mr Reynolds and Mr Major told 
the parties their dialogue offered 
‘“‘an historic opportunity to make 
lasting political progess.”’ 

The two leaders said all in- 
volved in the process understood 
the complexity of the issues bein 
addressed, and the sincerity wit 
which conflicting views were held 
by the different participants. 

They said: “An _ opportunity 
now exists for open, constructive 
and far-reaching dialogue both on 
the issues which divide the two 
main traditions in Ireland and on 
those which unite them.” 

Mr Reynolds and Mr Major 
stressed their common commit-. 
ment “to the values of constitu- 
tional politics and a total rejection 
of violence as a means of achiev- 
ing. political progress.”

Limits on income eligibility 
for college grants raised

THOUSANDS" of additional 
first-year students who start col- 
lege next autumn will qualify for 
grants as a result of a Govern- 
ment decision to raise the income 
eligibility limits by up to 50 per 
cent. 

The Minister for Education, 
Mr Brennan, said the existing 
limits were “‘scandalously low” 
and he believed the “dramatic 
improvements” announced yes- 
terday would benefit lower and 
middle-income PAYE groups 
who were experiencing difficul- 


ties in sending their children to 
college. 


He also announced that the 
Revenue Commissioners would 
be involved in the introduction of 
more rigorous procedures for as- 
sessing income linked to the tax- 
assessment procedures. 


Penalties would be introduced 
where there was deliberate falsifi- 
cation of applications for grants . 
The Minister said there was a per- 
ception that people not on PAYE 
had a disproportionate number of 
grants and the introduction of 
more rigorous assessment would 
mean more equity in the system. 


At present, 55 per cent of the 
State’s 75,000 third-level stu- 
dents are on some form of grant. 
About 40 per cent of those in the 
universities are on higher-educa- 
tion grants and over 90 per cent 
of those in the VEC colleges are 
on European’ Social Fund 
Awards. 


Under the new arrangement, a 
family with from one to three 
children will qualify for full fee 
and maintenance grants at uni- 
versity on an income of £15,000 
— the present income limit is 
£10,787. 

The present income limit to 


qualify for full fees and full main- 
tenance for a family with four 
children is £12,403 and this is go- 
ing up to £16,500. For a family 
with eight children, it is increas- 
ing from £15,506 to £18,000. 


To qualify for full fees at uni- 
— but no maintenance, the 
limit for a family with one or two 
children is going up from £13,214 
to £16,000; for a family with four 
children from £14,832 to £17,500 
and for a family with eight chil- 
dren from £17,079 to £19,000.

*X’ case inquiry 
nears completion

INVESTIGATIONS into the rape 
of the 14-year-old girl at the cen- 
tre of the Miss “X”’ case are 
understood to be virtually com- 
pleted, and gardai are now pre- 
paring to proceed with the case to 
court, it has been learned. 


The gardai are still waiting for 
a direction from the Director of 
Public Prosecutions, but expect 
that if this arrives soon, the case 
could be brought to court this 
month. It is possible, however, 
that the case might take until 
September to come to court if it 
runs into the August recess before 
being completed. 

The file on the case has been 
with the DPP since the beginning 
of June. ae 

The garda officers investigating 
the case spoke to the accused 
shortly after he returned to the 
State from a visit abroad in the 
middle of June. The work on the 
case since then has consisted of 
completing the highly detailed ac- 
counts of the taking of the sam- 
ples in the case for DNA testing 
and the processing of these 
samples. 


r 


The case is proceeding more or 
less as gardai had expected. Al- 
though the results of the DNA 
testing on the samples taken from 
the victim, the foetal material 
and the man were known by the 
second week in April, it was 
known that it would take between 
four and five months to complete 
the case because of the detail 
preparation necessary. The prose- 
cution has to be able to prove 
every stage of the testing and that 
the samples were held securely 
and not interfered with. The case 
began in February when the man 
was named by the girl to gardai. 

The man has consistently de- 
nied the accusations and contin- 
ued to do so when spoken to by 
gardai last month. 

During the High Court and Su- 
preme Court hearings in Febru- 
ary, it was Stated in judgments 
that the girl was subjected to sex- 
ual abuse for a period of 18 
months before last December 
when she was raped. The State 
injuncted the girl and her family 
through the High Court, prevent- 
ing them from terminating the 
pregnancy or leaving the country. 
This decision was overturned by 
the Supreme Court.

Delors is to meet Bush on a 
possible GATT breakthrough

SURPRISE signs of a possible 
breakthrough on the impasse in 
the General Agreement on Tarriffs 
and Trade (GATT) have emerged 
at the summit of the world’s seven 
leading industrial nations. The 
European Commission president, 
Mr Delors, is to meet the US pres- 
ident, Mr Bush, this morning amid 
signs that both sides may be pre- 
pared to make one last push to 
clear the farm subsidies row which 
has been holding up the whole 
GATT round. 


In addition, the managing direc- 
tor of the International Monetary 
Fund, Mr Michael Camdessus, 
told the summit leaders of his 
agreement with Russia on an eco- 
nomic reform programme. He said 
it could lead to further IMF aid for 
Russia as early as October, in ad- 
dition to the $1 billion initial pay- 
ment which the leaders are likely 
to recommend. 

Today or tomorrow, the Group of 
Seven plans to issue a strong state- 
ment on the Yugoslav crisis, em- 
phasising its determination to 
ensure that aid to Sarajevo gets 
through, criticising Serbia and not 
ruling out military intervention.

But as the heads of state began 
their discussions on what the 
French president Mr Mitterand 
called “a morose overview of the 
economic situation”, there was a 
noticeable change of opinion about 
the pros of a concrete push to 
the GATT talks. By last night, Mr 
Nicholas Brady, the US treasury 
secretary, said the summit “needs 
to produce something more than 
words”, and a number of delega- 
tions said they expected somethin 
concrete to emerge from EC/U 
contacts on the fringes of the 
meeting. 

The first signal came from a 
morning meeting between the EC 
external trade commissioner, Mr 
Frans Andriessen, and the US sec- 
retary of state, Mr James Baker. 
EC sources said that Mr Baker 
“appeared to be very committed to 
seeking some kind of agreement.” 

By last night, there was specula- 
tion about some kind of political 
agrement to clear -the way for an 
early accord on farm subsidies. 
Leading the charge is the British 
prime minister, Mr John Major, 
who made a “forceful interven- 
tion”, his officials said, and was 
understood to have made specific 
proposals designed to overcome 


a 


French misgivings about alienating 
farmers before the autumn referen- 
dum on Maastricht. 

Mr Camdessus’s visit looks to 
have cleared the way for an agree- 
ment on the initial payment of aid 
to Russia, and Mr Brady said the 
omens were good for a recommen- 
dation to creditor governments of 
some debt relief for Russia. Russia 
has agreed a far-reaching economic 
reform programme, the first phase 
of which is already under way, and 
the second of which is to be set in 
motion by October, clearing the 
way for further significant amounts 
of IMF aid. 

The US and Japan may not, 
however, agree to an ambitious 

million plan put forward by 
Germany to de-commission nuclear 
reactors across Eastern Europe, al- 
though some kind of accord on the 
issue is likely. Mr Camdessus sug- 
gested his support for Russian de- 
mands for a period of debt relief, 
which, will be put forward by Mr 
Yeltsin, the Russian president, 
who arrives today and appears to 
have invited himself to tonight’s 
dinner. “We are gentlemen and we 
would not turn anyone away 
—e a German spokesman 
said. 


The initial session was domi- 
nated by talk of what a French 
spokesman described as a “mid- 
dling recovery” in the international 
economy. There were the usual 
broad hints at Germany about its 
high interest rate levels. The lead- 
ers noted “scepticism” in_ their 
electorates about economic pros- 
pects in the face of rising unem- 
ployment. It is this prospect for low 
growth which may be pushing the 
leaders, and particularly Mr Bush, 
towards a GATT compromise. 

The leaders noted the difficulties 
of affording aid to both the CIS 
and Eastern Europe, and to the de- 
veloping world, if growth does not 
pick up. There was a general wel- 
come for Japan’s plans to give its 
economy a spending boost and en- 
courage more imports from the 
West. The US, in particular, ex- 
pressed hope that German interest 
rates could soon be reduced as a 
boost to growth across Europe. 

Today, the leaders will issue 
their first statement, the political 
declaration, expected to deal with 
disarmament and Eastern Europe, 
while the final economic communi- 
que will be issue tomorrow, before 
the meeting with Mr Yeltsin.

Talks alone will 
not end violence 
in NI — Paisley

THE FIRST item of business 
when Strand Two talks resume 
this morning will be an opening 
Statement of the Democratic 
Unionist position. This will be a 
new experience for the Tanaiste, 
Mr Wilson. 

However, the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, Mr Andrews, will 
still have ~~ in his ears the 
Rev Ian Paisley’s address to last 
Tuesday’s preliminary meeting 
“in Strand Three formation’’. 

It emerged at the time that Dr 
Paisley spoke longer than any of 
the other participants on that 
occasion. What is now clear is 
that he spoke with customary 
clarity, stating the DUP case in 
quiet but seemingly resolute 
terms. 


The DUP leader first used the © 


occasion to deliver a_ closely 
argued historical treatise: 
“British-Irish history is littered 
with Dublin’s repudiation of 
solemn obligations and treaties”, 
he told the meeting. 

He then roundly attacked sug- 
gestions by the Taoiseach that the 
talks process might deliver an end 
to violence. 

Dr Paisley said: “It is a fact, 
however unpalatable it may be to 
some members of the general 
public or even members of the 
delegations around these tables, 
that even if these talks attain 
political agreement, our war-town 
and carnage-ridden province will 
not be rid of its greatest scourge 
— the scourge of IRA terrorism, 
and other terrorism resulting. Nor 
can these talks give to the people 
of Ulster its greatest goal — the 
goal of peace.” 

The DUP leader maintained 
that agreement in the talks would 
not cause the IRA to disappear. It 
was, he said, the view of the 
overwhelming mass of the people 
he represented, “that the IRA 
cannot be defeated by political 
measures alone”’. 

Dr Paisley said: ‘Terrorism 
must be defeated. It must not be 


tolerated. It must be eradicated.,,. 


not accommodated. Southern 
politicians should know that from 
their own history. This is not a 
peace conference — the belliger- 
ents in the terrorist conflict are 
not at the table, and if they were, 
we would not be here.”’ 


From there Dr Paisley launched 
a scathing attack on the Republic: 
“The Ulster people as they have 
marked the past years of violence 
with tombstones as milestones are 
appalled at the failure of the 

ublin authorities to come to 
grips with the question of extradi- 
tion,” he said. 

“As long as the Republic is a 
safe haven for those wanted for 
murder, bombings and other ter- 
rorist crimes, the IRA will con- 
tinue its campaign of bloody car- 
nage,” he declared. 

e DUP leader was equally 
unequivocal in his views about 
Articles 2 and 3 of the Irish 
Constitution. 

Dr Paisley repeated a familiar 
theme: “Co-operation can never 
be based upon mutual respect 
until the Government of the Irish 
Republic unilaterally withdraws 
Articles 2 and 3, thus dismantling 
entirely their unilateral declara-

tion of jurisdiction over Northern 
Ireland. Their recognition of 
Ulster’s right to self- 
determination, its existence as a 
region of the United Kingdom, 
both de facto and de jure, is the 
rimary prerequisite for any 
uture mutual co-operation or 
recognition,” he said. 

The DUP leader then attacked 
the suggestion that changes to the 
Constitution should be part of a 
bargaining process. 

‘The equation put about by the 
Government of the Irish Repub- 
lic,’ said Dr Paisley, ‘“‘that 
Articles 2 and 3 are in some way 
alterable, either to change the 
1920 Act, or as a lever in order to 
involve directly successive gov- 
ernments of the Republic in the 
internal affairs of Northern 
Ieland, is untenable and erro- 
neous.” 

Dr Paisley insisted it was 
Dublin’s responsibility to repudi- 
ate those “‘offensive articles” and 
so demonstrate that the Irish 
people controlled their Constitu- 
on “and that it does not control 
them.” 


He said: “An illegal claim must 
be dealt with, and not rewarded. 
It is an Irish mess which must be 
cleared up by them. The prospect 
of amendments to Articles 2 and 3 
is not a quid pro quo to involve- 
ment in some future package of 
agreement on the internal affairs 
of Northern Ireland.” 

He went on: “Amendments to 
Articles 2 and 3 must be without 
precondition on the basis of 

oodwill and respect for the self- 
etermination, of Northern 
Ireland.”’ 

“For a thief to demand com- 

pensation for hepsege his ill- 
Otten gains is the height of 
unacy,”’ announced Dr Paisley. 

Turning his attention to the 
British delegation, the DUP 
leader said the British Govern- 
ment had not spoken with either 
“urgency or clarity” on_ this 
issue. 

Dr Paisley told them: “The 
time is come for Her Majesty’s 
Government to declare to the 
Northern Ireland people whether 
they will see to it that this illegal 
claim to part of Her Majesty’s 
Kingdom is removed, or elise 
declare openly that they are pre- 
pared to sell the Ulster people 
and give in to this illegality.”

EUROPEAN RESORTS 


THERE ARE weather 
stations here and there in 
Ireland, scattered like cur- 
rants on a cake, and distri- 
buted more or less evenly 
over the surface of our little 
island. There are 16 of 
them in all. 

The meteorological 
Offices at the three main 
airports provide a_ wide 
range of facilities to civil 
aviation; that at Casement 
Aerodrome meets the needs 
of the Army Air Corps; and 
at Valentia Observatory, 
near Cahirciveen in Co 
Kerry, the winds and tem- 
peratures aloft are 
measured every day with 
radiosondes. 

But the role of the other 
weather stations is less 
obvious — those at Malin 
Head, Belmullet, Clones, 
Claremorris, Birr, Rosslare, 
Kilkenny and Miullingar.

Stations all over the world 
at hourly intervals, and are 
the raw material of tomor- 
row’s weather forecasts.

The 
first six-figure group is the 
time and date — in this 
case 1800 on 7th of the 
month. In the second set of 
numbers, 03 tells us that 
the weather station is in 
Ireland, and 976 is the 
identifying number assigned 
to Belmullet, Co Mayo. 


The remaining figures 
give precise information 
about different aspects of 
the weather — the visibil- 
ity, the amount of cloud 
and the height of the 
various — above the 
round, the temperature, 
umidity, and wind — and 
so on. To one who knows 
the code — and it is not 
difficult to learn — all this © 
information is quickly and 
easily available. 


The use of a numerical 
code has a number of 
advantages: it is indepen- 
dent of language; it is very 
concise — the message in 
figures being much shorter 
than its verbal equivalent; 
and it is precise — since 
each of the code-figures is 
defined exactly, avoiding 
the confusion which ‘might 
arise from using everyday 
words with slightly ambigu- 
ous shades of meaning:

Doctors receive 
£35,300 in scheme 


Doctors were paid an average of 
£46 in capitation fees for each 
medical card holder on their panels 
last year, according to the annual 
report of the General Medical Ser- 
vices (Payments) Board. More 
than twice that amount — £97 per 
person — was spent on drugs and 
medicines. 

The 1,586 doctors in the scheme 
received an average of £35,300 
each in 1991, but more than 400 
doctors received less than £20,000 
and nine doctors received more 
than £100,000. The 1,084 pharma- 
cists received an average of 
£22,100 each in fees. 

There was a slight fall, from 
£5.72 to £5.68, in the average cost 
of each prescribed drug. 

The cost of the scheme for each 
medical card holder was lower in 
the Eastern Health Board 
(£135.30) than anywhere else. The 
highest costs were incurred in the 
Mid-Western Health Board 
(£153.17) and the Southern Health 
Board (£151.99). 


Accountants sue

TRIBUNAL OF INQUIRY INTO 
THE BEEF PROCESSING INDUSTRY 


_ State seems to retreat from 
previously stated positions 


In seeking to defend Mr Reynolds’s actions in 1987 and 1988, the State appears to be shifting its ground, 
writes Fintan O’Toole in his analysis of yesterday’s evidence to the tribunal. 


FROM yesterday’s cross-examination of Mr 
Desmond O’Malley by the State counsel, Mr 
Henry Hickey SC, it would now appear that, 
in seeking to defend the actions of the 
Taoiseach, Mr Reynolds, in relation to ex- 
port credit in 1987 and 1988, the State is 
pulling back significantly from a number of 
previously stated positions. 


It is now accepting that the reasons given 
to Halal by Mr rpms for excluding it 
from cover in 1987 were both invalid. It 
seems also to be saying that the reason pro- 
posed for limiting the cover to just two com- 
panies — to prevent the effects of alleged 
price-cutting by other Irish companies in 
Iraq — did not 1n fact weigh heavily with Mr 
Reynolds. 


And Mr Reynolds’s own counsel is now 
arguing that he acted outside of his powers 
in allocating huge amounts of cover to 
Goodman and Hibernia in October 1988. 

The following are some of the proposi- 
tions accepted by Mr Hickey in the course of 
his cross-examination: 


1. That Halal’s original allocation of $25 mil- 
lion could have been allocated within the over- 
all ceiling for Iraq. 


This was put to Mr O’Malley by Mr 
Hickey in order to disprove the latter’s con- 
tention that Halal’s cover was distributed to 
the other companies. Mr O’Malley, however, 
used this statement by the State to point out 
that the “excuse” about the ceiling having 
been reached was “wrong”’. 

2. That the second reason cited, that Halal did 

not have a firm contract, was also wrong, since' 
the two companies which got cover did so on 

various occasions without contracts. 

Mr Hickey accepted Mr O’Malley’s con- 
tention that two out of the three relevant 
allocations of cover made to AIBP and Hi- 
bernia were given without firm contracts. He 
explained Mr Ray Burke’s subsequent state- 
ment to the Dail in April 1989, that these two 
companies had firm contracts, as a statement 
drafted by a civil servant which Mr Burke did 
not know then to be inaccurate. 


The admission, however, is embarrassing 
to Mr Reynolds, both since he would have 
known it to be inaccurate in April 1989 and 
since he has repeated in public since then 
that companies had to have firm contracts in 


_ order to get cover. : 


3. According to Mr Hickey, Mr Reynolds will 
say to the tribunal that “he paid no more 
attention”’ to Mr cr Goodman’s com- 
plaints about his rivals damaging his market 
in Iraq than to the many similar complaints 
made by companies to his department “‘day- 
in, day-out”’. , 

If this is so, it seems to suggest that the 
State is not claiming that the ‘‘national inter- 
est” involved in confining cover for Iraq was 
the prevention of such alleged under-cutting, 
since if Mr Reynolds was intent on avoiding 
under-cutting he would surely have listened 
to Mr Goodman’s persistent accounts, which 
are the only known evidence of such a phe- 
nomenon available to him at the time. 

He will have to explain why he believed 
that there had been a Cabinet decision of 
June 1988, as he subsequently claimed to his 
civil servants, to confine the cover in order to 
avoid “damaging competition” in-Iraq. And, 
if Mr Goodman’s complaints were not lis- 
tened to, where did the “national interest” in 
confining the cover lie? 


This is a particularly interesting question 
since it would appear that Mr Reynolds or his 
officials could have known, at the time of his 


. second allocation of £70 million to Goodman 


in 1988, that the company was intending to 
use intervention beef in its Iraqi contracts. 


Mr Albert Reynolds: His reasons ap- 
pear to be questioned. 


A front-page report (which has not yet 
been cited by anyone at the tribunal) from 
the Farmers’ Journal of October 28th, 1988, 
three weeks before Mr Reynolds agreed the 
new allocation with Mr Ray MacSharry, 
quoted AIBP sources and said that new con-

tracts for Iraq were for “‘a mix of commercial, 
APS and intervention beef... The AIBP 
Group will also be doing business with Iraq 
again this year and it is understood that a 
new order for 20,000 tonnes of intervention 
beef has recently been secured.” 


4. That Mr Reynolds was wrong in his 
belief, communicated to his civil servants on 


October 21st, 1988, that the Government had . 


decided in June 1988 to confine the cover to 
two companies and that, when he allocated an 
extra £100 million for Iraq at that time, he 
had in fact “‘no power” to do so. 

This is Mr Reynolds’s own defence, and 
he is now accepting that he acted from June 
to November 1988 under a massive misap- 
prehension about the policy of his own Gov- 
ernment and proceeded to make allocations 
which he was not entitled to make. 

He will therefore have to explain why, 
when his civil servants cast doubt on his view 
that he did have these powers, he proceeded 
to inform Goodman International that very 
evening that it had £80 million of further 
cover rather than waiting for the legal posi- 
tion to be clarified a few days later. 

The significance of this decision to go 
ahead under a misapprehension and not wait 
until he could clarify matters is that Good- 
man International is now suing the State for 
what it ds as a commitment given. Mr 
Hickey himself puts at £100 million the 
“possible outstanding liability” to the State 
arising from Mr Reynolds’s order that the 
allocation should be communicated to the 
companies before its basis in Government 
decisions could be determined. 

5. That Mr Ray Burke reversed Mr Reynolds’s 
policy when he succeeded him as Minister 9 
Industry and Commerce in November 1988. 

Mr Hickey maintained that Mr Burke’s 
letters to all the major beef companies in 
December 1988 inviting them to apply for 


cover represented a “change of policy”. This 
is somewhat inconsistent since Mr Hickey 
had earlier told the tribunal that, because of 
Mr Reynolds’s misapprehensions, “there was 
no policy.” 

It is not yet clear how the State will show 
that a policy which did not exist could be 
changed. Nevertheless, the State’s clear con- 
tention is now that Mr Burke changed Mr 
Reynolds's policy just three weeks after suc- 
ceeding him. This raises the question of why, 
if Mr Reynolds’s policy was such a good one, 
it had to be changed so quickly by his suc- 
cessor. 

6. That the maximum outstanding amount 
for which the State remains potentially liable 
as a result of Mr Reynolds’s decisions in 1987 
and 1988 is nearly £140 million. 

This figure is contested by both Mr 
O’Malley, who puts it at £214 million, and by 
Goodman International, which says that this 
understates its High Court claim. But it is 
interesting that even the State itself believes 
such a huge sum to be still at risk for the 
taxpayer. 

It is also interesting that the state believes

Mr Henry Hickey SC, for the 
State, asked Mr O’Malley during 
cross-examination if he was

He said -he was surprised that 
Mr O’Malley seemed to be 
unaware of the payment because 
the Chief State Solicitor, acting 
for the minister, had been 
informed of the payments 15 
months ago. 

Mr O’Malley had objected to a 
set of figures put to him in 
relation to the State’s liability for 
Iraq, and accused Mr Hickey of 
being selective. 

Mr Hickey said that in “a 
doomsday situation’, the State 
stood to lose £138.6 million, not 
£213 million as claimed by Mr 
O’Malley. 

The minister said that in the 
last few days, he had checked 
with his department officials who 
told him that they had no official 
contact with the Goodman 
Organisation since he voided 
=" in October/November 


He said that they had been 
unable to give him any figures 
on that issue because they did 
not know. 

Mr Hickey said that so far, 
there had been a cost to the 
State of £6.9 million and if all 
cases against the State  suc- 
ceeded, there was ‘a possible 
outstanding liability of over £130 
million. : 

He told Mr O’Malley that the 
information on the £72.6 million 
payment to the Goodman organ- 
isation was obtained from the 
Goodman organisation by the 
Chief State Solicitor on behalf of 
the minister.

THE MINISTER for Industry 
and Commerce, Mr O’Malley,

The memo 
had pointed out that the allo- 
cated cover was up against the 
ceiling and would leave no room 
for Agra. 

Agra was out of the ball game 
as Of November 13th. At that 
time, the ~—_ ceiling of £150 
million was 50 per-cent of the 
ceiling for all companies, all 
products and all countries, which 
stood at £300 million. 

To have one high-risk country 
constituting 50 per cent would 
seem to be unbalanced, Mr 
O’Malley stated.

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Cobh woman jailed 
in dispute over 
local service charge

A 50-year-old mother of four, 
Mrs Maura Burke, has become 
the first woman to be jailed in the 
long-running strike over local ser- 
vice charges. Gardai called to Mrs 
Burke’s house on Athenian Ter- 
race, Cobh, at 10 am yesterday to 
arrest her for failing to pay a £5 
fine for assault and £90 in bai- 
liffs’ expenses, arising out of an 
incident at her home last year. 
She is due to serve seven days. 


Her husband Eddie said that 
gardai had called to the house 
several times, and that his wife 
“had conveyed to them that she 
a paying the fine on princi- 
ple”’. 
Mr Burke, who was working at 
the time of the incident, said that 
“there wasn’t a finger put on 
either bailiff”. He added that the 
who accompanied the bai- 
iffs had taken a biscuit tin from 
his wife and held her while the 
bailiffs entered the family home 
to remove furniture. The only 
person to suffer any physical inju- 
ries had been his wife, he said. 


“She is about five feet two and 
certainly not proficient in the art 
of self-defence. She is just your 
ordinary householder,” he added. 

The family owed about £340 in 
local service charges at the time 
— and still does, because the 
Burkes paid a fine to redeem the 
seized furniture. tes 

Mr Burke reiterated that it was 
the principle that was at stake, 
not the money. His wife had not 
assaulted anyone and therefore 
wouldn’t pay the fine. 

He believes his family has been 
singled out because of his wife’s 
leading role in opposing service 
charges locally. He added that he, 
too, would go to jail if necessary 
béfore paying them. 

“We have never been in trouble 
in any shape or form with the 
law,” Mr Burke said yesterday. 
“It’s very sad at this stage of our 
lives to end up in a situation like 
this.” Two of their four children 
are living at home and both were 
present for their mother’s arrest.

Sisters ambushed unsuspecting wife 
before knife murder, court is told 


A PHILANDERING husband, 
John Shaughnessy, discovered the 
body of his Kilkenny-born wife 
after being driven home by his 
lover, who had murdered the wife 
_ only hours before, the Old Bailey 
was told yesterday in London. 

Mr Shaughnessy’s affair with 
workmate Michelle Taylor (21) 
began before his marriage and 
continued after the wedding, it 
was claimed. 

But when Mr Shaughnessy, as- 
sistant purchasing manager at the 
Churchill Clinic in Lambeth, told 
Miss Taylor that he would never 
leave his wife, she hatched a plot 
with her sister, Lisa, to kill Mrs 
Alison Shaughnessy. The sisters 
lay in wait for Mrs Shaughnessy 
outside her flat in Vardens Road, 
Battersea, south-west London, on 
June 3rd last year. 

“They gained access to the flat 
on some pretext and there, on the 
top of a flight of stairs, Alison was 
stabbed to death,”” Mr John Nut- 


ting, prosecuting counsel, told the 
court. A post-mortem showed she 
was stabbed 54 times. Michelle 
and Lisa Taylor, of Kemble 
Road, Forest Hill, London, both 
= murder. 

e bank clerk had suffered 
“terrible injuries”, counsel told 
the court. She had been stabbed 
11 times in the throat, seven 
times in the chest and 15 times in 
the back. She was also stabbed 11 
times in the left side of her back 
and through the thigh, groin and 
buttocks, as well as eight times in 
the left arm. 

There was evidence that she 
had fought desperately for her 
life, Mr Nutting said. 

He ‘told the court that Miss 
Taylor had become “completely 
infatuated” with Mr Shaughnessy 
after they became lovers. He said 
Mr a had also been his 
wife’s first serious boyfriend. 
“But onte she met him, he be- 
came her life.” 


Lng! became engaged in April 
1989. But from March 1989 until 
the time of the murder, Mr 
Shaughnessy and Michelle Taylor 
slept together regularly. 

Mr Nutting said Alison being 
“unworldly and immature, did 


not suspect the true nature of 


their relationship or the true feel- 
ing Michelle harboured for 
Shaughnessy. She trusted the man 
she was to marry.” 

On June 23rd, 1990, Alison 
married Mr Shaughnessy in 
Piltown, Co Kilkenny, in the 
church in which she had made 
her first communion. Michelle 
Taylor went to the wedding, with 
her passage and board paid for by 
her lover, the court heard. 

When they returned from hon- 
eymoon, Mr Shaughnessy and his 


wife at first lived at the Churchill 
and 


Clinic. **Michelle 
Shaughnessy continued to slee 


together when the opportunity of- 
fered, either in her room or the 


room which he shared with Ali- 
son,” said Mr Nutting. 

Miss Taylor worked at the 
clinic in the accounts depart- 
ment, and later did cleaning work 
and moved into the staff wing.

Shaughnessy had told Michelle 
Taylor he would never leave his 
wife.

Call to 
reroute 
Orange 
march 


RESIDENTS IN the mixed but 
predominantly Catholic Lower 
Ormeau Road area of Belfast, 
angered by a suspected loyalist 
gun attack in the area early yes- 
terday morning, have again de- 
manded that an Orange Order 
“‘mini-12th” march planned for 
tomorrow night should’ be 
rerouted. 


A 62-year-old man was de- 
scribed as “stable” in hospital 
last night after shots were fired 
from a hijacked taxi at a group of 
people standing outside a Chinese 
takeaway after midnight on Sun- 
day. It happened only yards from 
the bookmaker’s office where five 
Catholics were killed by the UFF 
in February. 


The man was wounded in the 
chest and arm. Police who ar- 
rived at the scene were attacked 
by a number of local people. Two 
officers were slightly hurt and a 
number of police vehicles dam- 
aged. Local community groups 
said the attack reinforces the 
need to reroute all Orange Order 
and Black Preceptory marches 
away from the Lower Ormeau 
Road. 


* “Any decision to force a path 
through this area is a deliberate 
act of intimidation and provoca- 
tion to a beleagured community,” 
said a spokesperson for the local 
groups. The spokesperson added 
that despite 35 people from the 
Lower Ormeau being murdered 
by loyalists during. the last 20 
years, the groups were not seeking 
a ban on the marches, merely a 
rerouting. 


Despite the appeal for a volun- 
tary rerouting, a spokesman for 
the Orange Order said later that 
the march should take its tradi- 
tional path. ““We don’t want to 
give offence to anyone and we 
would also ask that people respect 
our traditions. We want the 
march to take place peacefully, 
and with dignity,” the executive 
officer of the Orange Order, Mr 
George Patton, said. He also 
questioned whether yesterday 
morning’s attack was carried out 
by loyalist paramilitaries.

Restructure

A proposal to set up commer- 
cial State companies to manage 
the 12 ports, and a further com- 
mitment to maintain Dublin 
and Dun Laoghaire as separate 
entities, are among the main 
recommendations of the report 

resented to Dr Woods in Dub- 
in Castle yesterday. 

However, strong criticism of 
moves to seek 75 per cent EC 
funding is voiced by the TCD 
economist, Dr Sean Barrett, in 
a minority submission to the 
report, which was compiled by 
the Review Group on Commer- 
cial Harbours and Pilotage Pol- 
icy and Legislation. _ 

The group recommends that 
the ports of Dublin, Dun 
Laoghaire, Wicklow, Arklow, 
New Ross, Waterford, Cork, 
Foynes, Limerick/Shannon es- 
.tuary, Galway, Dundalk and 
Drogheda should be run by 
these commercial State compa- 
nies, with non-executive direc- 
tors drawn from. the 
commercial sector. 

The new companies should 
aim to improve industrial rela- 
tions and productivity; maxi- 
mise flexibility in the use of 
harbour infrastructures; and 
stimulate private-sector  in- 
vestment. 

The group also recommends 
that State grants for port devel- 
opment should be provided 
only in exceptional circum- 
stances. Currently, the EC is 
part-funding £69 million in in- 
vestment in Irish ports, at rates 
of up to 50 per cent of project 
costs. The Department of the 
Marine wants this ceiling raised 
to 75 per cent. 

In a minority report, the 
TCD economist Dr Sean Bar- 
rett challenges the case for 75 
per cent EC grants, claiming 
that Irish ports should first 
tackle their labour problems in 
order to establish a track record

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Tougher tactics from the government fail to break French truckers’ protest 


Barricades 
reappear as 


roadblocks 


are removed 


THE French government 
adopted tougher tactics by forc- 
ibly removing some truckers’ bar- 
Ticades yesterday on the eight day 
of roadblocks which have para- 
lysed traffic throughout the 
country. But the action had little 
overall effect as some 150 barri- 
cades remained in place last 
night. 

The interior minister, Mr Paul 
Quilés, announced that 13,000 
gendarmes and CRS riot police 
were on stand-by to intervene in 
the roadblocks, aided by helicop- 
ters, tanks and armoured vehi- 
cles. 

About a dozen roadblocks were 
lifted by police carrying trun- 
cheons, though no injuries were 
reported. Part of the Al motor- 
way between Paris and Lille was 
freed, and traffic was moving 
again around Arles in the Rhone 
valley. 

Some petrol depots in the 
Lyons area were unblocked by the 
police yesterday, so fuel was 
available in the city for the first 
time in several days, but there 
were shortages in the Paris 
region. 

Thousands of truckers have 
been blocking motorways and 
main roads for a week in protest 
at a new driving licence intro- 

-duced last Wednesday. The 
licence introduces penalty points 
for motoring offences, which can 
culminate in a licence being 
suspended. , 

The overall situation was little 
improved by these operations, 
however, as new barricades ap- 
peared in other areas during the 
day. By last night the Channel 
ports and Brittany were severely 
affected. Traffic at Calais, Le 
Havre and Boulogne was blocked 
and the towns of Caen and 
Rennes were completely sur- 
rounded by roadblocks. 

Meanwhile, the government 
began new negotiations with the 
truckers’ trade unions and the 
haulage. company bosses. These 
were continuing last night, 
though with no sign of a 
breakthrough. 

The mass blockades continued 
to take their toll on the French 
economy yesterday, provoking 
more social disruption, both from 
supporters of the truckers and

those protesting against the ef- 
fects of the paralysis on their own 
livelihoods. 

The car manufacturer, Peugeot, 
laid off 11,000 workers when it 
closed down production in two of 
its factories due to lack of parts. 
Many other companies reacted 
similarly to the fall in deliveries. 

Hoteliers on the Mediterranean 
coast reported that between 50 
and 60 per cent of reservations 
had not been taken up by yester- 
day. A combination of the 
truckers’ action and bad weather 
has led many French people to 
postpone their holidays until 
August, while thousands of for- 
eign tourists have changed their 
holiday destinations. 

Fruit and vegetable growers in 
southern France whose produce 
has not been able to reach the 
markets have reacted angrily. 
After blocking the railway be- 
tween Lyons and Marseilles at the 
weekend, they dumped tons of 
peaches on the steps of the town 
hall in Nimes yesterday. The agri- 
culture minister, Mr _ Louis 
Mermaz, has promised compen- 
sation for the growers, adding to 
the mounting bill that the current 
crisis will cost the state. 

Other farmers, members of the 
rogue group, Coordination 


. Rurale, set up roadblocks in the 


south-west yesterday in support 
of the truckers, highlighting their 
own Campaign against the reform 
of the Common Agricultural 
Policy. 


While the government contin- 
ued to insist that the driving 
licence reform would be main- 
tained, opposition politicians 
urged postponement of its imple- 
mentation. Although in favour of 
the licence, the RPR leader, Mr 
Jacques Chirac, suggested that it 
be put back three or four months 
“to change the means of applica- 
tion, without calling into ques- 
tion the principle.” 


The National Federation of 
Road Transport (FNTR), the 
mainstream truckers’ union, said 
it was “‘dismayed” by the use of 
force and called for a general 
transport strike from midnight. 

Farmers and vegetable growers 
called for ‘“‘a total economic 
blockade,” saying they were los- 
ing 25 million francs (£2.78 mil- 
lion) a day from the government’s 
refusal to negotiate with the 
truckers.

AIR, road and rail travellers 
in Italy experienced delays 
yesterday as air traffic con- 
trollers and state railway em- 
ployees held a series of 
stoppages on a day when the 
French truck drivers’ protest 
caused problems on the Ital- 
lan border with Austria. 

The French protest had a 
knock-on effect in Italy be- 
cause many drivers opted to 
by-pass France by travelling 
through Austria and Ger- 
many. By midday yesterday, 
custom officials at the Bren- 
ner Pass between Italy and 
Austria reported five-kilo- 
metre-long queues of lorries 
as Officials‘attempted to cope 


with the unusually heavy vol- 


ume of goods traffic. 

The Italian air and rail prob- 
lems, however, are unrelated to 
the French dispute. Unions repre- 
senting the air traffic controllers 


. and railway employees yesterday 


promised further action culmi- 
nating in nationwide category 
stoppages, subsequent to local 
strike action which caused only 
minor delays and inconvenience 
yesterday. 

The air traffic controllers are

Truckers’ barricades stopping 
tourists to Ireland, says board 


THE barricades blocking France’s 
motorways and primary routes are 
having a negative effect on Ire- 
land’s tourist industry and are de- 
terring high-spending Continental 
motor tourists from setting out on 
trips to Ireland, Bord Failte said 
yesterday. 

A Bord Failte spokesman, Mr

The disruption on the French 


roads comes at a particularly bad 


time as far as Bord Failte is con- 
cerned; while very few people who 
booked trips to Ireland are cancel- 
ling their visits, there has been a 
tendency in recent years to book 
holidays later in the year or at the 
last moment and 1992 is said to be 
a particularly “late booking” sea- 
son, especially for the French and 
Italians. 


The dispute, together with un- 
usually bad weather on the Conti- 
nent in recent weeks, is

from taking holidays, according to 
Mr Brown.

other visitors, who spend an aver- 
age of £350 each during their 
visits. 

In recent years, continental tour- 
ist numbers have soared, from 
390,000 in 1987 to 841,000 last 
season. The 1991 increase came at 
a welcome time, when American 
tourist numbers were down 20 per 
cent due to recession and the Gulf 
War. Bord Failte still expects the 
number of continental visitors to 
grow this year, although at a much 
lower rate than in recent years.

LEADERS of the Group of Seven 
industrialised countries are 
tomorrow due to adopt a separate 
declaration on Yugoslavia which 
will leave open the use of military 
force as a last resort to back up 
United Nations sanctions and 
relief operations. 

However, it will make clear 
that such decisions can only be 
taken by the UN _ Security 
Council. 

Moreover, British officials 
stressed that the question of mili- 
tary action did not arise at the 
moment.

For the past three months, the 
relief agencies have been unable 
to reach the towns, crowded with 
refugees from surrounding vil- 
lages and encircled by Serb 
forces. 

Refugees who escaped from 
Gorazde, eastern Bosnia, say that 
there are hardly any Muslims ( 
once 70 per cent of the popula- 
tion) left in the town. A relief 
worker speaking on condition of 
anonymity said: “If Sarajevo is 
bad, then Gurazde is a 
nightmare.”

However, the Bosnian govern- 
ment yesterday repeated that the 
new Croatian state was “illegiti- 
mate and illegal.” A western dip- 
lomat said: “Boban is a client of 
Zagreb - as Radovan Karadzic 
(the militant Serb leader in Bos- 
nia) is of Belgrade.”

Bosnian leaders in Sarajevo 
yesterday accused local Croats of 
treason, following the proclama- 
tion of the hooemanas Croatian 
State in the south of Bosnia-Her- 
zegovina. 

Bosnian officials described the 
declaration as a stab in the back 
which could scupper a planned 
joint offensive to break the four- 
month-old Serbian siege of Sa- 
rajevo. 

Mr Boban, a Bosnian Croat 
warlord, proclaimed his state- 
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“within-a-state this weekend trom 
his headquarters in Grude, in the 
mountains of western Herzego- 
vina, close to the border with 
Croatia. 

He said that the new mini- 
state, known as “the Croatian 
Union of Herzeg-Bosna,” claims 
authority over the army, the 
courts and the economy in 30 per 
cent of Bosnian territory. The 
capital is the southern city of 
Mostar, which fell to Croat forces 
after a recent offensive. 

In its statement, the Bosnian 
overnment called on Bosnia’s 
00,000 Croatsto rally to the le- 
gitimate authorities. 

“This is a knife in our back 
which will seriously undermine 
our defences,” predicted Mr 
Jovan Divjak, a Bosnian defence 
chief. An editorial in the news- 
paper Oslobodjenje said that the 
move was “a direct result of 
secret talks between (Mr 
Slobodan) Milosevic (the Serbian 
president) and Tudjman”. 


Croat leaders who have 


remained in Sarajevo were loud- - 


est in their condemnation. “This 


is Outright treason,” said Mr 
ar ane juic, a Croat member 
of the Bosnian presidency. 

A climate of suspicion has 
grown up in recent weeks between 
the isolated Bosnian authorities 
in Sarajevo and their nominal 
Croat allies outside the city, who 
control a large chunk of territory 
between Sarajevo and the border 
with Croatia. 

An expected offensive by Croat 
forces to liberate Sarajevo shows 
no sign of materialising, although 
Croat forces stationed in the 
nearby town of Kiseljak are 
within easy striking distance of 
the ‘city. Rumours circulate, in- 
stead, of fraternisation between 
Croat and Serb forces 

The move to proclaim a sepa- 
rate Croat state inside Bosnia 
may backfire. By sowing dissen- 
sion between Croats and Mus- 
lims, the military capacity of both 
communities to resist the much 
better armed Serbs, who control 
more than 60 per cent of the 
republic, will be severely weak- 
ened.

Inquiry attacks inaction

THE GOLDSTONE Commission 
of Inquiry, appointed last year by 
President F.W. de Klerk to investi- 
gate political violence, harshly crit- 
icised the government and the 
South African security forces yes- 
terday for their failure to act to 
stop the killings. 

A statement delivered in Pre- 
toria by Justice Richard Gold- 
stone, the head of the commission, 
also highlighted the distrust and 
suspicion many South Africans felt 
for the security forces. A particu- 
larly “urgent and daunting task” 
facing the commission was to forge 
a bond of trust between citizens, 
security forces and government, 
who in turn had to demonstrate 
they had the security forces under 
full control.

Justice Goldstone’s earlier pro- 
nouncements have tended to focus 
on the lethal rivalry between the 
African National Congress and the 
Inkatha Freedom Party.

the carrying of dangerous weapons 
in public. 


Justice Goldstone criticised the 
government for having ignored ear- 
lier recommendations by his com- 
mission for hostels to be fenced, 
disarmed and watched by “a strong 
and effective police presence”. The 
commission’s recommendations on 
weapons had been inadequately im- 
plemented. . 


A simple recommendation for 
the removal of “Battalion 32” from 
purported “peace-keeping opera- 
tions” in the townships affected by 


violence had been completely ig- 
nored. The commission found two 
months ago that soldiers of the 
battalion, a notoriously brutal and 
battle-hardened special forces unit 
made up of black Angolans and led 
by white South African officers, 
had carried out killings and other 
atrocities in a pro-ANC squatter 
camp. 


The judge said that a police in- 
vestigation into a prima facie case 
of involvement by police’ in 
Schweizer-Reneke, the unsuccess- 
tul conspiracy to murder an ANC 
leader, had taken an unacceptably 
long time. It had been referred to 
the Transvaal attorney-general in 
December last year. — (London In- 
dependent Service) 


Six die as 
Mitterrand’s 
wife escapes 


MRS DANIELLE MITT- 
ERRAND, the First Lady of 
France, had a narrow brush with 
death yesterday when a large car 
bomb exploded next to her mo- 
torcade in northern Iraq. 

Mrs Mitterrand (67) tele- 
phoned her husband, Francois, at 
the Group of Seven summit in 
Germany to say that she was in 
“perfect health”. The French 
Minister of Health and Humani- 
tarian Affairs, Mr Bernard 
Kouchner, also escaped unhurt. 

French and United Nations 
sources said that at least three of 
their Kurdish bodyguards were 
killed, while Iraqi opposition 
sources said that a 10-year-old 
—_ was killed. 

ther sources said that a two- 
year-old boy died when a passin 
mini-bus he was in was sent o 
the road by the blast and that an- 
other passenmger died in Hospital 
of burns. Nineteen people wre in- 
jured, several of them seriously.- 

The device was hidden in a 
Toyota Land Cruiser that erupted 
in a 60ft fireball near a roadblock 
close to Sulaymaniyah, 170 miles 
north of Baghdad. 

The sources said that Mrs

Charles victim 
of ‘unbalanced’ 
wife — article 


PRINCE Charles, vilified in a 
recent book for his “uncaring” at- 
titude to Princess Diana, is a vic- 
tim of “betrayal” by _ his 
“unbalanced” and “sick” wife, a 
British royal specialist said yes- 
terday in a tabloid newspaper. 

In an article in Today, Ms 
Penny Junor says Prince 
Charles(43) is neither a bad hus- 
band nor a bad father as alleged 
by “friends” of Princess Diana in 
Andrew Morton’s book, “Diana, 
Her True Story”. 

“Penny Junor is convinced that 
a grave injustice has been done to 
Charles. She has discovered what 
she describes as a conspiracy to 
blacken the name of the heir to 
the throne,” says Today in an in- 
troduction to the article. She said 
the princess was not driven to five 
suicide attempts by her “uncar- 
ing” husband, but by an eating 
disorder bulimia, which arose 
from “her disturbed childhood.” 
“Charles did not cause the bu- 
limia, any more than he drove her 
to five suicide attempts”, she said. 
“He won’t denounce his wife 
either. He knows she is unwell and 
it is because she is unwell that she 
has twisted the facts and distorted 
the truth.” 

Ms Junor, author of several 
books on the royal couple, said 
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Princess Diana herself was evi- 
dently behind the book. Prince 
Charles has lived for 11 years with 
“a seriously unbalanced wife... In 
public the perfect princess, en- 


chanting, refreshing and compas- 


joy, 


sionate, who brings 
in pri- 


reassurance and delight ... 
vate very different.” 

She admits: “No one who 
knows him would pretend he is 
any easy man to deal with — and 
he is probably just as difficult to 
live with.” 

Ms Junor contests claims that 
Prince Charles is a bad father, as- 
serting Princess Diana 
‘thwarts his attempts to see the 
children and increasingly keeps 
them away from him. The fact is 
he adores his sons, and they adore 
him, but he is undoubtedly a vic- 
tim of his upbringing.

emphasis lacking in this year’s RIAI regional awards for architecture 


Dublin dominates 
awards skyline 


HE regions haven’t got 

much recognition in this 

ear’s RIAI Regional 
Awards. Which is odd be- 
cause the scheme was meant 
to applaud the work of Irish 
architects everywhere — not 
just the high-profile practi- 
tioners based in Dublin. Yet 
Dublin dominates the 1992 
selection, accounting for 
seven of the 12 awards. 


Two regions — the east and 
south — don’t feature at all, while 
only one award goes to the west, 
two to the north and two more 
overseas. Particularly disappoint- 
ing is the relative scarcity of 
pl a pe costing less than 
£200,000, where younger archi- 
tects might be expected to show 
their flair and ingenuity. 

There are just two winners in 
this category, neither of which 
could be regarded as typical — 
unless you think there’s some- 
thing ordinary about Sheehan and 
ego he “scholarship and _taste”’ 
in the restoration of Newman 
House or Lindsay Johnston’s neo- 
vernacular timber-framed lakeside 
house in Queensland. 

The Roadstone-sponsored 
exhibition includes 40 runners-u 
as well as the dozen award- 


winners, thus giving a broader 
picture of what architects are 
doing these days — ranging from 
Brian O’Halloran and Associates’ 
over-the-top K Club, in Straffan, 
to Kearney and Kiernan’s 
reworking of an apartment in 
Castleknock. 

Pride of place among the 
award-winners goes to P & A 
Lavin’s public reading room at 
the National Archives, in Bishop 
Street, Dublin. Here is a classic 
example of the sow’s ear of 
Standardised office space bein 
transformed into a very refine 
silk purse — done with dignity 
and restraint, as the assessors put 
it. 

Other Dublin. award-winners 
include A+D Wejchert, for their 
striking Aranas office block in 
Lower Mount Street, which 
recalls a butterfly out of the shell 
of a caterpillar, and Keane 
Murphy Duff for their pastiche of 
a medieval rampart, extending the 
old people’s home at Bulloch 
Castle, in Dalkey. 

More predictably, awards go to 
Shay Cleary for his transforma- 
tion of the Royal Hospital, Kil- 
mainham, to serve the Irish 
Museum of Modern Art, and to 
David Slattery and Alistair Lind- 
say, for the OPW’s restoration of 
the Custom House — perhaps the

most applauded single project 
ever undertaken in Dublin. 

Other award-winners include 
Arthur Gibney and Partners for 
their rotunda-like Larkin Theatre 
at Dublin City University, Robin- 
son Mcllwaine for the stylish 
Europa bus centre in Belfast, 
Murray O’Laoire for their gutsy 
visitors’ centre at King John’s 
Castle in Limerick, and Kennedy 
Fitzgerald for the Antrim Tech- 
nology Park. 

Like last year, the restoration 
or adaptation of existing buildings 
is a strong feature of the 1992 
awards. One of the winning pro- 
jects, by Sean Madigan and 
tephen Donald, used “creative 
demolition, discriminating 
reinterpretation and faithful resto- 
ration’ to bring the Grand 
Theatre, in Clapham, London, 
back to life. 

But there has been a subtle 
shift in’ the presentation of this 
ear’s awards. Originally, when 
aunched in 1989, the scheme was 
seen as a vehicle for promoting 
architecture on a regional basis, 
while leaving more _ considered 
judgments for later. But now it is 

ing openly billed as the Irish 
Architecture Awards. 

It is no secret that influential 
figures: within the RIAI have been 
actively seeking to recover the

ground lost to the annual awards 
of its junior partner, the Architec- 
tural Association of Ireland. And 
now that the AAI’s scheme has 
lost some of its earlier prestige, 
the institute seems to be moving 
to displace it.

Wogan’s 
contrived facial reaction of 
amazement, innocent puzzlement 
etc. And the host was a prisoner 
of questions drawn up by a team 
of researchers and in many cases, 
no doubt, vetted and cleared in 
advance by the guest. 

Even though the show was live, 
pe me was absent. There 
could rarely be any expectation of 
the unexpected; no Parkinson 
knocked off his seat by Rod 
Hull’s Emu, no Russell Harty 
clipped round the earhole by 
Grace Jones. You had the im- 
pression of a figure being worked 
from behind the scenes by a team 
of technicians. This. all- 
bases-covered format was quite 
unsuited to Wogan’s freewheeling 
personality; and it failed to 
exploit his most entertaining gift, 
the good-natured slagging of 
sundry people that he deployed so 
effectively on radio. (Clive 
Anderson has it, too, in a differ- 
ent way, and it gives his show its 
successful distinctiveness. )

Duty’’ wasn’t 
another Gerald Seymour-type 
IRA thriller. Thrillers happen in 
Berlin, Los Angeles, Hong Kong. 
For us on this island, the ‘“‘situa- 
tion” in the North is too close to 
the nerve-endings to be enter- 
tainment fodder, or it ought to be. 
No, in spite of the documentary 
context in which it is played out 
(presumably the contribution of 
journalist Chris Ryder, Bill Morri- 
son’s co-writer) this was a drama, 
and internalised drama at that. 
The journey was through the 
psyche of an RUC anti-terrorist 
Squad man, and it moved with a 
measured pace. 
The character of Simpson 
Gabby was a romanticised one — 
the maverick, the loner of so 


many Hollywood movies, an 
improbable product of the level- 
headed Ulster temperament. But 
this was fiction, not fact, so let 
that pass. 

The basic flaw was rather that 
Gabby’s psychic pilgrimage to the 
ultimate outcome was strangely 
unachieved in the production. 
There was no adequate sense of 
pressure building as he underwent 
a series of experiences; the 
pr ae of the piece never 
stoked up the required intensity. 

Donal McCann was. unsurpris- 
ingly good as Gabby, with a 
sustained performance of low-key 
world-weariness. But somewhere 
between the direction (Pat 
O’Connor) and the writing — or 
maybe both — there was a failure 
to bridge the gap that separated 
the material from our willing 
involvement with it. And if it’s 
money-on-the-table time on the 
question of where the fault lay, 
mine is on the writers.

A libidinous romp 
through the Tales 


Canterbury 
Tales at 

the Olympia

SCHOLARS and pedants 
beware: the New Vic Theatre 
presentation masquerading 
under the literary title of 
“Canterbury Tales’, which 
opened to a kind of roaring 
reception at the Olympia 
Theatre in Dublin last night, 
has little enough, save its 
origins, to do with the late 
Geoffrey Chaucer. Occasion- 
ally it catches the spirit of the 
poet’s original intent. For the 
most part it represents an 
undergraduate romp in_ bur- 
lesque form through that ele- 
mental scatology in the 
Original tales which first 
caught the attention of most of 
us when we were in our teens, 
and old enough then to dismiss 
and abandon it for the non- 
sense it was, and is. 

It has the small saving 
grace, toward the end, to 
question the taste of an audi- 
ence which (albeit masterfull 
manipulated by the players 
last night had embraced, at 
least metaphysically, the low- 
est aims of the entertainment 
— which are significantly 
located below the belt rather 
than above the eyebrow. But 


it is performed in this belated 
Dublin presentation (the show 
has been on the road for the 
best part of 20 years since 
Michael Bogdanov first carved 
it from a mixture of Max Wall 
and English literature) with 
beguiling and committed 
energy by its largely youthful 
Cast. 


Led by the libidinous, and 
largely unyouthful, Mick 
Donoghue (who has been wit 
it since the start), John 
Chancer, Meg Durkin, Paul 
Easom, Gordon Kane, Kate 
Kenny, Susanne McKenrick, 
Maurice Sheehan and Barnaby 
Shepherd get through a pro- 
digious amount of work i 
they portray, in a suppose 
notin setting of the 600th 
annual competition in the rec- 
tory garden of the telling of 
Chaucer’s tales, their versions 
of the Pardoner’s Tale, the 
Franklin’s Tale, the Reeve’s 
Tale, the Nun’s Priest’s Tale, 
the Wife of Bath’s Tale and, in 
the end (in more senses than 
one), the Miller’s Tale. 
Rewritten from Bogdanov’s 
Original adaptation, and redi- 
rected by John Labowski in 
lighting that last night seemed 
eccentrically designed by Chic 
Reid, they provide an amiable, 
colourful and lively night out

Living history jj 
through 
memorabilia 


Shortly before she died in a car crash last week at the 
age of 28, Irish Times staff journalist Anne Maguire 
visited the Linenhall Library in Belfast which has been 
collecting books, posters and general memorabilia 
relating to the current Northern conflict since the late 
1960s. This is her report. 
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Popular art: Robert Bell with some of the library's poster 
collection. 


NE DAY in the late 
1960s, Jimmy Vitty, 
then a librarian in the 
Linenhall Library, Belfast, 


called into a city centre public _ 


house where he had arranged 
to meet a friend. Shortly after 
arriving in the bar, a person 
came in distributing leaflets 
advertising the civil rights 
movement in the North. Mr 
‘Vitty, who died several years 
ago, picked up a leaflet and 
had a brainwave. He decided 
that the Linenhall Library 
should be collecting such lit- 
erature. : 


He returned to the library 
where he discussed the matter 
with his employers. A short time 
later, he gathered a crowd of 
volunteers who agreed to enter 
the barricaded parts of Belfast to 
pick up > te. which was bein 
published. Equipped wit 
explanatory letters from the RUC, 
they returned with newsletters, 

ters, handbills and leaflets. 

e start of the collection coin- 
cided not only with the beginning 
of the current violence, and the 
concomitant 
Belfast, but also with the growth 
of community publishing. 

The first publication to be col- 
lected was the Rev Ian Paisley’s 
Protestant Telegraph, which 
started in 1966. One of the next 
publications to be gathered to- 
gether was Campaign News, the 
magazine of the Campaign for 
Social Justice — the forerunner of 
the Northern Ireland Civil Rights 
Association. The present curator 
of the Irish Political Collection, 
Robert Bell, says that the collec- 
tion was first called the Northern 
Ireland Political Ephemera Collec- 
tion but the title was changed

when it was realised that no end 
to the Troubles was in sight. 

Mr Bell was initially employed 
in 1984 to chart the births, mar- 
riages and deaths in_ Belfast 
newspapers from 1738 to 1860. 
He admits that this job almost 
sent him ‘‘bonkers’” and he 
quickly concentrated his efforts 
on the collection which. had been 
flagging for some of the 1970s. Mr 
Bell went out to all the political 

rties and to the paramilitaries, 
in an attempt to establish contacts 
where possible. 

The collection has now reached 


such a stage that the majority of 


the political parties, and even the 
Northern Ireland Office, send in 
all their press releases to the 
library. Mr Bell has also detected 
a change in the loyalist and 
unionist organisations as regards 
the collections. “For a long time, 


the loyalists had no sense of 


ryewscid whatsoever,” he recalls. 
owever, in recent years, he 
explains, these organisations, 
have become much more forth- 
coming with their literature. 


The collection is - housed in 
cramped surroundings on the top 
floor of the Linenhall Library. 
Posters of one of the Gibraltar 
Three, Mairead Farrell, hang 
beside those of Princess Diana. In 

ass cases, cards of matches with 

inn Féin and Workers’ Party 

logos sit side by side. Close by is 
a “No Pope” red lollipop and a 
telegram from the former Iranian 
president, Ayatollah Khomeni, 
which was sent to the families of 
the hunger strikers in 1981. 

Several years ago, a British 

litician, who was then a senior 

orthern Ireland Office minister, 
became so besotted with the 
“Ulster Says No” mugs which he 
saw in the library that he ordered 
six. A chauffeur-driven car later 
called to the library to collect 
them. 

The Irish Political Collection 
has become one of the most 
favoured locations in the North 
for photocalls for politicians and 

litical figures. On her trip to 

elfast earlier this year, the Pre- 
sident, Mrs Robinson, spent some 
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time’ there as have many of the 
Northern Secretaries. 

Apart from the mugs, matches 
and other memorabilia, the collec- 
tion is one of the few of its kind 
in the world. “The Northern 
Ireland conflict becomes more 
and more fascinating to the world 
because of its intractability. It’s 
the most studied conflict in the 
world, with the exception of the 
Israeli-Palestine conflict,’ Mr 
Bell says. 


Mr Bell explains that it is 
sometimes difficult to decide what 
to collect. “‘We have to collect 
everything because we don’t 
know how important it is. If a 
library like this had existed during 
the Ulster Crisis or during the 
Famine, think of the archive you 
would have. We believe that our 
society’s literature should be 
freely available to our society. 
It’s the duty of librarians to 
reflect the society we live in,” he 
comments. . 


The Northern Ireland political 
collection currently comprises be- 


tween 50,000 and 60,000 items 
and continues to grow. The 
Department of Education in the 
North provides 50 per cent of the 
collection’s funding but it is still 
in need of more money. The 
Linenhall is in negotiation with 
the National Library in Dublin 
with a view to formally co- 
operating on a joint collection. 
e National Librarian, Dr Pat 
Donion, describes the political 
collection as extraordinary. 


“There isn’t its like on this 
island. It’s notoriously difficult to 
collect because it does not come 
through the normal channels. 
When the history of this period is 
written, this material will flesh 
out the bones. Parliamentary 
debates and historical facts exist 
but they are not close to the 
people,”” Dr Donlan points out. 


Dr Donlan hopes funding prob- 
lems for the library will be merely 
short term, adding that if the 
collection were ever frozen, it 
would: be a tragedy. 


Wildlife parks are the zoos of the future, says Dublin Zoo’s 


director as it awaits the go—ahead for expansion.

Window on the 


LONG, grey trunk 
sucks up a cloud of 
dust, hoover style, and 


then whooshes it over a huge, 
saggy shoulder. This is Judy, 
one of the elephants at the 
Dublin Zoo, engaging in the 
elephantine equivalent of put- 
ting on suntan lotion. 

In another enclosure, two 
Siberian tigers laze like harmless 
pussy cats, bellies up. Further on, 
Lena and Polo, two _ gorillas, 
solemnly share an afternoon snack 
of fruit and sunflower seeds. This 
is washed down with a draught of 
water from a dispenser which they 
operate with their uncannily 
human fingers. 

It is a summer afternoon at 
Dublin Zoo peacocks strut 
freely on the paths, children squeal 
with delight as a sealion dives into 
a pool, and the pigs in Pet’s 
Corner are two rotund bags of 
pink, immobile flesh, stretched out 
side by side. 

The zoo’s director, Peter Wil- 
son, is brimming with plans and 
enthusiasm as he points out the 
refurbished monkey house, the 
enlarged elephant enclosure and 
the new bat house. A new reptile 
house will be ready by this time 
next year. 

The mention of the threatened 
closure of London Zoo, which, 
built 166 years ago, is only five 
years older than Dublin Zoo, does 
not faze him in the slightest. 
London Zoo’s council is at present 
considering whether the _ recent 
donation of £1 million from the 
Kuwaiti government can avert or 
postpone the zoo’s closure, sched- 
uled for September 27th. 

Both London and Dublin zoos 
are Victorian built, designed with 
small enlosures, a type which Mr 
Wilson believes will eventually die 
out due to negative public opinion 
and EC draft directives on mini- 
mum standards. ‘‘Wildlife parks 
are the zoos of the future,’’ he 
says. ‘‘The Royal Zoological 
Society of Ireland was aware of 
this when it founded Fota Wildlife 
Park back in 1980.’’ 

However, he notes that London 
Zoo has little opportunity to come 
close to this ideal of the future zoo, 
whereas Dublin Zoo does have the 
option of expansion: ‘‘Because of 
all the buildings listed for preser- 
vation in Regent’s Park, London 
Zoo can’t get any bigger,’’ he 
explains. ‘‘But we in Dublin are on 
the edge of the biggest walled park 
in Europe.’’ Mr Wilson is still 
waiting for a verdict on_ the 
recommendations of a Govern ment- 
appointed committee, which 
include an expansion plan taking 
in extra land in the Phoenix Park, 
as well as £5 million for capital 
expenditure. ‘‘It doesn’t have to be 
very expensive,’’ says Mr Wilson. 
‘*We had 70 acres in Fota, and we

did everything we needed for 
£700,000. 


Meanwhile, Mr Wilson has done 
what he can to maximise the 
available space in providing the 
animals with larger enclosures 
which have been landscaped with 
an awareness of each animal’s 
behavioural and social patterns. 
The zebras had to go in order to 
give the elephants a larger space, 
complete with pool and mud 
wallow, while the four native Irish 
barn owls are housed in a large 
enclosure which has been fitted out 


charge .of London Zoo. ‘‘Although 
both Dublin Zoo and London Zoo 
cover about the same amount of 
land — roughly 30 acres — our 
operation here is much smaller. 
We have under 800 animals and 
only 44 permanent staff. They 
have 2,850 animals and 240 staff. 
It costs £1.6 million per year to 
run Dublin Zoo, and £7 million to 
run London Zoo. They ran up a 
deficit of over £2 million last year, 
and they’ve had £35 million in 
government aid over the last 10 
years. Our shortfall of £250,000 
last year was covered by a Gov-

like a barn, complete with bales of 
straw and an old plough. He points 
out the newly landscaped polar 
bear enclosure, complete with 
pool, logs and sand, explaining: 
*‘People used to think that polar 
bears spent all their time on the 
ice, but new research has shown 
that they spend part of their year 
in a tundra environment, so we’ve 
made the appropriate adjustments 
to their enclosure.’’ 

Mr Wilson notes that Dublin 
Zoo’s finances aren’t anything like 
the headaches faced by those in 


ernment grant, and at the end of 
1990 the Government gave us 
£670,000 to clear our then shortfall 
and help to finance our refurbish- 
ment programme.’’ 

He adds that visitors to London 
Zoo have dwindled since the 1970s, 
whereas the figures for Dublin 
have remained steady — about 
500,000 per year, and this year the 
June attendance figure was up by 
3) per cent. He believes that the 
close proximity of Whipsnade 
Wildlife Park to London Zoo is a 
factor in the latter’s decline:

for people to gawk at’’ is totally 
outdated, Wilson yer the 
argument that even today’s zoos 
are cruel to animals by saying that 
most animals seen in zoos have 
been bred in captivity and know 
no other way of life. ‘‘Zoos are 
now in the business of rearing self- 
sustaining, captive populations.”’ 
He believes that this activity is of 
vital im » conside the 
ongoing ‘‘habitat destruction’’ 
around the world. ‘‘Mining, the 
cutting down of forests and the 
other activities of an expanding 
human population will continue to 
erode the natural habitats of ani- 
mal all over the world.”’ 
The human population won’t stop 
expanding for another 400 years, 
says Mr Wilson, quoting the 
current estimation, so that it is 
important to start building up 
endangered animal numbers now. 


This isn’t always easy in a zoo 
environment. Mr Wilson points out 
the two rhinos, Sam and Fiona, 
saying ‘‘with them, it was hate at 
first sight,’’ but adds, ‘‘they mated 
recently and I think she’s preg- 
nant.’’ Meanwhile, the two 
gorillas, who were only introduced 
to each other a month ago, are still 
in the tentative early stages of 
courtship, sharing food and occas- 
ionally sleeping side by side. 


Once breeding programmes have 
borne fruit, attempts are made 
where possible to reintroduce ani- 
mals into the wild. Mr Wilson 
mentions the Californian condor 
and the golden lion tamarin as 
successful examples, but adds that 
certain species are inappropriate, 
such as big cats. ‘‘Unfortunately 
lions and tigers reared in zoos have 
lost the ability to stalk and hunt 
and so cannot survive in the wild. 
They learn to trust humans in the 
zoo, but in the wild they are often 
seen as predators and are likely to 
be shot.’’ 


The logical conclusion of ongoing 
human expansion is that even the 
wilderness areas where animals 
live will have to be monitored, 
almost as though they were wildlife 
parks, says Mr Wilson. ‘“‘If wild 
animals are allowed to breed 
uncontrollably, and you don’t give 
them more space, they’re going to 
destroy the very habitat they live 
in. You may end up having to 
supplement their natural diet be- 
cause of space limitations. This is 
happening with the black rhino in

very artificially managed situation 
because of the value of its horn.’’ 

Education, as well as preserving 
animals from extinction, is another 
important function of the modern 
zoo, believes Mr Wilson. During 
May and June of this year, the 
Dublin Zoo played host to some 
8,000 schoolchildren. ‘‘When 
children come and see both the 
exotic and native species in the 
zoo, they realise what we will lose 
if these animals disappear,’ says 
Mr Wilson. ‘‘When a kid looks at 
an elephant or a giraffe, and 
thinks, ‘Wow, isn’t it huge’ — 
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that, to me, is what a zoo is all 
about.”’ 

Mr Wilson points out that al- 
though the future success of zoos 
depends to a large degree on 
proper marketing, it is important 
not to forget the importance of 
good husbandry: ‘‘North American 
zoos are very well developed in the 
area of professional marketing, but 
we’re equal if not ahead in animal 
husbandry. Their mega-dollar 
enclosures don’t always pay atten- 
tion to the social and psychological 
needs of the animals.”’ 

He sees his own veterinary train- 
ing as vital: ‘“‘A zoo can’t be run 


s 


by accountants. It isn’t like a paint 
factory that can be shut down for 
six months and then opened up 
again. The animals need to be 
cared for 365 days a year. You 
need an affinity with animals to 
make it work.’’ 

A good example of this is the 
case of the Dublin Zoo’s previous 
gorilla, Gorry. ‘‘Gorry wasn’t well 
for a while, so we gave him a 
bottle of stout each evening as a 
tonic,’’ recalls Mr Wilson fondly. 
**He would take the bottle very 
gently from his keeper, drain it 
down, and then hand back the 
empty.”’

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HEN THE present Government 

took office earlier this year, it did 

_ ¥_ so in a climate of anticipation and 

optimism, with the merest suspicion of 

Scepticism mixed in. Ministers went on 

television and said all the right things, albeit 

employing a disconcerting mixture of meta- 

phors and a somewhat outmoded political 
idiom. 

They wanted, they said, to make a clean 
sweep with a new broom. High standards 
would be restored to high places. They were 
poing to open up the shutters and let in the 
ight. A flame had been lighted which would 
not be allowed to go out. And so on. 

The bad old days were over. There would 
be freedom, justice, equality and, very 
possibly, with all this additional enlighten- 
ment on offer, a substantial reduction in 
electricity bills. 

There were, of course, those who 
remained cynical about all of this, who 
averred that Ministers were simply getting 
better at being persuasive on television. In 
support of their scepticism they were able to 
point to the clatter of public relations people 
with which the new administration sur- 
rounded itself. 

There were, therefore, these two possible 
interpretations of what was happening: that 
here at last was a government whose 
energies were to be devoted to governing 
this State on the basis of what was right, 
decent and proper; or, alternatively, that 
here was a government whose energies were 
to be employed in creating the impression of 
being so motivated. —~ 


It is a moot point whether, in the latter- 
day culture of democratic politics, it is 
possible to tell these two alternatives apart, 
and it is certain that neither the optimist nor 
the cynic has the power to do so. But those 
who promise to live by the light must be 
judged by the quality of the illumination.

n April 28th last the Minister for Justice, 
Mr Flynn, appeared on the RTE pro-

gramme, “Today Tonight”, to discuss the 
decision of the Government to recommend a 
presidential pardon for Mr Nicky Kelly, 
arising out of the infamous Sallins train 
robbery case. 

The Kelly case had been a running sore 
on the face of Irish justice for a decade and 
a half. As usual the Government, and the 
establishment in general, were riding several 
laps behind public opinion, which had long 
since been persuaded of Mr Kelly’s inno- 
cence and wished to see him vindicated. 

Mr Flynn was giving Mr Kelly no more 
than his due, and was doing so belatedly. 
But nevertheless, given the previous inertia 
and obstructionism of officialdom on this 
issue, the decision was laudable and wel- 
come. 

Once again, the sceptics were in evidence 
to point out how the Government had 
cleverly grasped the nettle of the Kelly 
pardon without dealing with the underlying 
issues raised by the Sallins case, and had 
carefully avoided the possibility of a public 
—? into allegations of police miuscon- 
uct. 

For all that, the Minister gained himself 
considerable credit for his ““Today Tonight” 
appearance, by virtue of having addressed 
the matter within such a short time of taking 
office, and also by the tone of what might 
advisedly be described as his “perfor- 
mance” that evening. 

Mr Flynn made no spe to qualify or 
play down the significance of the pardon, or 
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in any way to mitigate the responsibility of 
the State in what had occurred. Nicky 
Kelly, he said, was a completely innocent 
man. The Minister appeared equally open on 
the question of compensation. 

Mr Kelly, he said, had been “deprived of 
four years of his freedom, and maybe a lot 
of other things as well, and he has to be 
compensated accordingly.” This, he said, 
should be the subject of negotiation, and he 
invited Mr Kelly or his lawyers to make 
contact with his office. The word “gener- 
ous” was also used. 

Two months later we have gained an 
insight into what the Minister regards as 
“negotiation”. Within a few weeks of Mr 
Flynn’s invitation, counsel for Mr Kelly and 
the three others accused wrongly in the 
Sallins case submitted to couneak acting on 
behalf of the Minister for Justice a list of 
headings under which compensation might 
be allocated. These included: wrongful 
arrest, assault and battery during detention, 
conspiracy to falsely incriminate, malicious 

rosecution, defamation, damage to health, 
oss of earnings, etc, etc. 


The response from the Department was a 
bald statement to the effect that a set sum of 
money had been made available to meet all 
claims in the case. This amounted to a grand 
total of £75,000 in the case of Nicky Kelly, 
and considerably less in relation to the other 
three individuals, Osgur Breatnach, Brian 
McNally and John Fitzpatrick. 7 

By any benchmark, this was an outra- 
geous offer. Consider, for comparison’s 
sake, the case of Mr Gerard Bohan, the Co 
Leitrim farmer who last week received 
ee of £140,000 when the High Court 
found that he had been wrongly imprisoned 
and assaulted by gardai in 1981. Mr Bohan’s 
encounter with the forces of the State lasted 
about a fortnight; Nicky Kelly spent four 
years in jail following an encounter involv- 
ing, shall we say, not dissimilar circum- 
stances, and is still living with the conse- 
quences. ) 

Consider that Nicky Kelly already has 
debts of £112,000 — some £37,000 in excess 
of the State’s offer — incurred as a direct 
result of the campaigning to clear his name. 

Compare this offer with the cases of the 


Birmingham Six and the Guildford Four — 
about which so many Irish politicians have 
made so much noise and notched up so 
many Brownie points over their British 
counterparts. Each of the 10 people in- 
volved in the two British cases has already 
received an interim payment exceeding the 
Irish State’s take-it-or-leave-it offer to Nicky 
Kelly. 

Compare it, indeed, with any number of 
things: with the amount of money expended 
thus far by the State on litigation and 

ropaganda to keep the lid on the Nicky 

elly case — hundreds of thousands, 
perhaps even millions of pounds. Hold it u 
alongside the long-running beef tribunal, 
where even one of the middle-ranking 
barristers can expect to walk away with a 
much larger sum for a year of what they are 
pleased to describe as “work”’. 

By each and every one of these standards 
the offer of compensation to Nicky Kelly is 
indeed, as his lawyers have commented, 
paltry and derisory. 


Nx Kelly has not specified an 
amount of compensation that he 
would regard as adequate. But, 
based on comparable cases in other parts of 
the world it is clear that, even from a 
cursory examination of the circumstances, 
the recent offer to him could not have been 
made even in any spirit of resolute negoti- 
ation. 

For example, 


12 years ago in New 


Zealand a Mr Arthur Allan Thomas was 
awarded over NZ$1 million (£310,000) in 
compensation for the consequences of nine 
years spent in prison following a wrongful 
conviction for murder. The commission 
which made the award found that Mr 
Thomas, “apart from the various indignities 
and loss of civil rights associated with his 
deprivation of liberty,” should also be 
compensated for ‘‘residual social 
disabilities” which he would suffer for the 
rest of his life. ' 

Nicky Kelly, as a direct result of his 
wrongful imprisonment and maltreatment, 
now finds himself in poor health and 
unemployable, and suffering from innumer- 
able residual social disabilities. Actuarial 
reports commissioned by his lawyers have 
measured his loss of earnings since 1976 at 
£173,000 (before interest), and loss of 
earnings in the future at £254,000. 

Since this is only one of some two-dozen 
headings under which he has applied for 
compensation, it quickly becomes clear that 
even a sum 10 times the offer currently on 
the table would still be paltry and derisory. 

It is time to stop the game-playing, or 
whatever it is that is going on. It is time that 
all of us, as Irish citizens bearing a 
collective guilt for the outrage of the Sallins 
case, began to call on our public represent- 
atives to vindicate both ourselves and our 
State in this matter. This would involve not 
just compensation for those wrongly 
accused and convicted but a proper investi- 
gation of the circumstances in which these 
injustices were perpetrated. 

It is time we began to see a little of the 
light, the new broom, the high standards in 
high places, of which we have heard so 
much. It is time our Taoiseach’s assurances 
that he “will not preside over a_ police 
State’ were given moral, rather than merely 
verbal, currency. 

As Mr Desmond O’Malley has said in a 
somewhat different context, ‘The price of 
justice may be great, but the cost of 
injustice is even greater still’. 


Defying logic, the man in the street is behind the protesting drivers, writes Kathryn Hone in Paris

« wanted to listen: “The country’s 
. gone to the dogs.” Curiously, it 
wasn’t the truckers he blamed for 
a week of chaos which has 
brought traffic to a standstill all 
over France and threatens to 
paralyse the national economy. It 
was President Mitterrand. 

‘Mitterrand flies off and lifts 
the siege of Sarajevo single- 
handed, but he can’t put a stop to 
the siege in his own country,” 
grumbled the old man. 

The crisis provoked by thou- 
sands of French truck-drivers il- 
lustrates more graphically than 
any recent event the complete 
guif in France between the petit 
' peuple — the person in the street 
— and the country’s political 
class. The blockade has revealed 
‘ the French version of what in Brit- 
ain is the yob society. It is anarchy 
without any political context ex- 
cept “‘each one for himself.” 

The fact that the truckers’ strike 
is taking place outside all the es- 
_ tablished structures of industrial 
relations behaviour has left the 
_ Socialist government helpless. 
The prime minister, Mr Pierre 
Bérégovoy, has promised to take a 
firm lite and not giveini; 

pitt + “this firmness mani- 
. fested ‘itself when 13,000 -gen- 
» darmes and CRS riot police were 
« sent with tanks and armoured ve- 
hicles to break up barricades. But 
each time the huge lorries were 
towed away, allowing traffic to 
move, the truckers’ resolve hard- 
ened, and other barrages sprang 
_ up in sympathy in other parts of 
France. 

The government is well aware 
that these strong-arm tactics could 
easily trigger off violence. At best, 
it will appear impotent if it is un- 
able to end the “siege” even with 
all this armoury at its command. 
But the situation has become ur- 
gent. The whole economy is now 
at risk and thousands more work- 
ers were added to the unemploy- 
ment figures yesterday in mass 
lay-offs. 

Meanwhile, the Transport Min- 
ister, Mr Jean-Louis Bianco, who 
is more disposed to negotiate than 
to confront, cannot find represen- 
tative leaders to talk to him. He 
has sat down endlessly with trade 
_ unions who say they represent the 

drivers, only to find that their 
conclusions are completely ig- 
nored by the men on the tarmac. 

The drivers are not interested in 
technocratic solutions, or prom- 
ises of “talks about talks” if they 
lift their road-blocks. They want 
the new driving licence, which 
came into operation last Wednes- 
day, to be withdrawn. Full stop.

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-. Volunteers are vital for homeless kids 


THE NEW Childcare Act, which is still 
awaiting implementation, will give the 
country’s health boards greater responsi- 
bility for homeless young people, but as 
the problem continues to grow in the 
major cities, the role of the voluntary 
organisations will still be important. 

In Cork, the last major survey of young 
people who were living without fixed ac- 
commodation was carried out three years 
ago. At the time, according to social 
workers, 146 validated cases were 
recorded, but the actual number, given 
that not all cases were seen, could have 
been significantly higher. Social workers 
say that the lack of official information 
on the current position suggests the time 
is ripe for funding to be allocated to a 
similar survey. 

Typically, street children will include 


youngsters from 11 years and upwards, 
male and female, children who have been 
physically or sexually abused, those who 
left home because of family squabbles, 
children who have turned to prostitution 
to fund a drug habit, those who have 
developed a drink problem and those who 
have fallen foul of the law. 

The various agencies dealing with the 
problem in Cork are hampered by the 
fact that no official hostel exists for 
homeless boys. The problem is further 
exacerbated by lack of resources and 
funding. Often, children who are encoun- 
tered living on the streets cannot be 
helped at all. “A lot of the time we have 
to ignore problems that arise because we 
simply do not have the funding to pick up 
the children,” one social worker told The 
Irish Times. 


Almost invariably, the children come 
from a deprived social background. After 
a poor start in life, when they are alone, 
homeless and vulnerable, the machinery 
of State is often not equal to coping with 
them. That is why the Kilkenny priest, 
Father Roch, recently received the Free- 
dom of Cork for his voluntary work with 
less well-off and troubled children. He 
has played such a vital role for many 
years in helping to do something positive 
for these youngsters. Leaving aside the 
fact that his work, in the first place, is a 
commentary on what officialdom proba- 
bly should be doing, Father Roch has 
often been the only hope of a future for 
countless numbers of disadvantaged chil- 
dren in Cork. 

At the St Francis Training Centre in 
the city, Father Roch runs a programme 


backed by FAS which gives boys and 
girls an opportunity to learn a skill, to 
study for examinations like the City and 
Guilds, as well as the Junior and Leaving 
Certificate, and to begin coping with 
problems such as drug addiction and al- 
coholism. 


“The one thing we do not do is to say 
to them, ‘poor fellow, etcetera.’ From the 
very start, we make them take responsi- 
bility for themselves. We tell them ‘you 
are responsible for you.’ ” 


Father Roch, like the gardai in Cork, 
has become increasingly concerned at the 
growing drug problem in the city. This 
has escalated to crisis proportions in 
recent years. Drugs such as ecstasy and 
hash are widely available; a serious glue- 
sniffing problem has developed, and chil- 
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dren as young as 10 are abusing alcohol. 

The pattern, says Father Roch, is that 
drugs are first distributed free to the chil- 
dren. Once they are hooked, they then 
find themselves in a spiral of thieving, 
and worse, to finance the habit. 

Along certain sections of the city quays 
at night, young boys and girls are selling 
their bodies to finance their drug habit. 
Powerful drug families have grown up in 
the city. There is evidence that drugs are 
becoming available in schools, and the 
once unheard-of practice of undercover 
drug squad detectives raiding teenage 
discos is now common. There have been 
drug hauls in almost all areas of the city, 
and the rugged west Cork coastline is 
frequently used by drug smugglers to 
land massive quantities of various drugs. 
As with homelessness, lack of adequate 


‘ 


funding and equipment makes the task of 
policing the coastline almost impossible. 


Father Roch’s centre has nine volun- 
tary part-time teachers. His charges are 
learning to bake and prepare confection- 
ery which is sold to offices in the city. He 
declines to discuss the success rate of the 
centre in dealing with disadvantaged 
children — the process, he says, is an 
ongoing one, not open to measurement. 


At any given time, up to 100 children 
may be under his care. The honour con- 
ferred on him recently by the city was a 
timely one, but like all other voluntary 
workers in the field, he pinpoints lack of 
resources as the main problem. Whether 
or not the new Childcare Act will mean 
the release of sufficient funds to correct 
that situation remains to be seen.

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TOUCHED BY 
HISTORY 


Mr Albert Reynolds and Mr John Major spoke of 
an historic opportunity to make lasting progress; but 
to those taking part in the discussions on a possible 
new Irish-British agreement in London yesterday it 
was an occasion for modestly hedged expectations. Mr 
John Wilson, leading the delegation of Irish ministers, 
relied on a well-worn “cautiously optimistic.” Sir Pat- 
rick Mayhew, for the British side, hoped for “‘a sen- 
sible and workmanlike” approach all round; and the 
Northern parties — SDLP, unionists and Alliance — 
made their inscrutable ways to and from Lancaster 
House. 

But of this there was no doubt: the first day of the 
second strand of the current talks, more than 70 years 
after nationalist, unionist and British representatives 
had last discussed the future of all Ireland, was 
touched by history. Even at Sunningdale, where a 
power-sharing executive was formally ratified in 1973, 
there was a missing dimension: the two governments, 
the SDLP and the (official) unionists took part; the 
Rev Ian Paisley and his supporters stayed away. 
Yesterday there was an encouragingly full house. 
(Sinn Fein would say that it, too, ought to have been 
present; with its unquestioning support of the IRA, it 
is the author of its own exclusion.)

The procedure being followed is complex enough 
to invite comparison with a Chinese puzzle. But there 
is merit in the complexity which allows the partici- 
pants to switch from strand to strand, secure in the 
knowledge that nothing is agreed until everything is 
agreed, so that time is not wasted raking over the 
sticking-points, In such a process, the participants get 
to know each other; there are opportunities for the 
erosion of groundless fears and suspicions; time for a 
closer understanding of points of view that may have 
seemed impenetrable.

Nor is the scope for discussion limited to 
constitutional issues on which attempts at mutual 
understanding have foundered. In their joint state- 
ment yesterday the Taoiseach and the Prime Minister 
. said: “Everyone who is involved in the talks process 
understands the complexity of the issues which are 
being addressed and the sincerity with which conflict- 
ing views are held by different participants. An 
opportunity now exists for open, constructive and far- 
reaching dialogue both on the issues which divide the 
two main traditions in Ireland and on those which 
unite them.” 

Open, constructive and far-reaching dialogue is 
what many, North and South, have long urged on 
their public representatives. Now, there seems little 
doubt that it is what a majority of people on this 
island hope for, instead of the waste of life and 
resources, the spread of fear and desperation and the 
obscenity of their version of justice on which the 
paramilitaries thrive. 


A Route to Crisis 

The French truckers’ dispute is rapidly escalating 
into a national, even an international, political crisis, 
which is not surprising given the strategic importance 
of the autoroute system for the modern European 
economy. Echoes of 1968, of Poujadism in the 1950s 
and of the long insurrectionary tradition in France are 
evoked to drive home the point. In addition the often 
precarious . relations between state and citizens in 
France have been strained further by a dispute in 
which the truckers have attracted public sympathy for 
their resistance to a piece of legislation on safer driv- 
ing which has been very inadequately explained. 

What is the European Community’s Single Mar- 
ket about if not the freedom to travel and shift goods 
unimpeded through the motorway and autoroute ar- 
teries of commerce? For all their reported lack of cen- 
tral organisation the truckers have identified a highly 
vulnerable arena in which to register their protest. 
Yesterday’s half-hearted attempts to remove some of 
the blockades by military means carry a message of 
government uncertainty in the face of the protests; 
they also underline how difficult in practise it could 
be to solve the problem by military means alone.

Political and economic pressures will combine in 
coming days to demand a much more forthright res- 
ponse from the government following the prime min- 
ister, Mr Bérégovoy’s statement at the weekend that 
he is determined not to yield to the truckers’ demands 
for the legislation to be withdrawn or substantially 
amended. He may well have calculated that rapidly 
decaying perishable goods, factories closing because 
parts have not arrived in time and the impatience of 
millions of tourists, will swing public opinion behind 
the government, when, and if, it moves decisively 
against the truckers’ disruption. 

In the nature of French politics it probably does 
not have much time left to make up its mind. Gov- 
ernmental authority can unravel very rapidly during 
conflicts of this kind, given the recent volatility of 
political feeling and the temptation of other social 
groups such as farmers to involve themselves directly 
in the action. Hence the sense of an anarchic loss of 
control which has inspired much comparison with 
1968 in recent days. The analogy is imperfect, since 
political and economic conditions then and now are 
quite dissimilar, but the crisis could become much 
more aggravated by the failure of the government to 
communicate its policy to the public.

It also faces a real problem in negotiating with the 
truckers, whose lack of an official leadership. or 
clearcut industrial structure symbolises the wider de- 
cline in trade union influence during the last ten 
years. Many of the truckers are self-employed, more- 
over, and not susceptible to the collectivist disciplines 
of more traditional working class occupations. 

The truckers have a case to make about their con- 
ditions of work, but the government is fully justified 
in saying that it must be taken up with their employ- 
ers rather than taken out on the hapless users of 
French roads on which some 10,000 people died and 
200,000 were injured last year. Compared to other EC 
member-states the regulation regime governing their 
safety record has been extremely lax. It is up to the 
French government to insist that the new regulations 
be adhered to. While this falls immediately into Mr 
Bérégovoy’s area of responsibility it must rapidly en- 
gage the attention of President Mitterrand, whose own 
authority is more and more at stake. He cannot afford 
to see it dissolve as he faces into the referendum on 
the Maastricht Treaty in September.

CANCER TREATMENT IN PREGNANCY 


Sir, — Professor J. Fennelly, in 
his article on “Pregnancy and 
Cancer” (June 29th), gives very 
worthwhile reassurance about our 
ability to successfully treat cancer 
during pregnancy. In giving this 
reassurance, however, the im- 
pression may have been given 
that there are no major difficulties 
remaining where termination of 
pregnancy is a proper considera- 
tion. 

In utilising chemotherapy dur- 
ing pregnancy, there are constant- 
ly present the conflicting needs of 

rug treatment for the mother’s 
cancer, with its associated 
maternal toxicities, and of the risk 
of inducing an abortion in an 
uncontrolled setting, or of induc- 
ing fetal damage. These 
difficulties come into sharpest 
focus when dealing with acute 
leukaemia or other aggressive 


chemotherapeutically sensitive 
cancers during the first three 
months of pregnancy. 

Further difficulties also arise 
with respect to the management 
of certain gynaecological cancers 
in pregnancy, and in the manage- 
ment of patients who become 
pregnant while taking cytotoxic 
— treatment. 

otwithstanding an abhorrence 


of abortion, a rare, but albeit, real 


requirement to terminate preg- 
nancy in the context of cancer 
therapy does exist, and must be 
eg for in any legislation 
ing brought forward.

TIMES PAST 
The Devil’s Teeth 


For some unknown reason one 
regards artificial teeth as an 
essentially modern production. 
Yet they are far from that, as was 
— to me recently by a friend 
rom the Kingdom of Kerry. An 
ancestor of hers, a Mr. Rice 
O’Connor, sued his dentist, a Mr. 
Byrom, in the year 1831 for the 
recovery of for eight false 
teeth, because, although he had 
ordered artificial teeth, the teeth 
which he received were real 
teeth, procured from a neighbour- 
ing churchyard. The dentist 
defended his action by producing 
a witness, who, having been 
present when the teeth were 
ordered, said that he had heard 
Mr. O’Connor say that he did not 
care what the teeth were made of 
— “that if they were manufac- 
tured from the Devil’s jaw-bone, 
he would masticate with them.” 

The dentist won his case.

FOR generations, Saint Mael- 
ruain’s day was celebrated in 
Tallaght, near Dublin, on July 
7th, with a pattern and festival 
in the ——— During the pat- 
tern, a pole, garlanded with 
flowers, was carried seven times 
around the saint’s grave. 

The Victorian antiquarian, 
Handcock, notes that the pat- 
tern “was held annually on that. 
day uninterruptedly for 1,082 
years”, until a Father Purcell, 
upset by the fighting, drinking 
and dancing at the pattern each 
year, put a stop to it in 1873. 

By then, many Tallaght 
people had forgotten who the 
saint was, and his name had 
been corrupted locally to “Moll 
Rooney”. They referred to the 
stump of a stone cross and its 
circular base in the grounds of 
St Maelruain’s Church as Moll 
Rooney’s griddle and loaf, and 
the ancient font was known as 
Moll Rooney’s losset. 


Prominent Reform Leader 


But the saint who gave his 
name to the Church of Ireland 
ish church and some of the 
ocal housing estates was the 
most oP leader of the 
Ceili reform movement in 
the early Irish Church and 
founder of the first monastery 
at ae 
The Ceili Dé or Culdees, the 
“Companions of God”, arose as 
a spiritual reform movement in 
response to the decline that had 
set in to the Irish monasteries. 
By the eighth a the Ceili 
Dé monasteries at Finglas and 
Tallaght had a reputation for 
learning that earned them the 
title of “The Eyes of Ireland”’. 


that under Maelruain “peace, 
piety, and plenty prevailed 
throughout the ecclesiastical 
houses of this island”’. 
Maelruain, the “Bright Sun of 
Ireland”, probably came from 
around Lorrha, in Co Tipper- 
ary, and spent his early days at 
Dairinis, an island in the Black- 
water. In 774, he was given a 
site for his monastery by King 
Cellach Mac Dunchada of Lein- 
ster, in honour of “God and 
Saint Michael”. The site is now 
occupied by St Maelruain’s, the 
Church of Ireland parish church 
in Tallaght, and by the Domini- 
can Priory across the road. 
Maelruain refused to accept the

It is unlikely that Maelruain 
allowed music at Tallaght.

Maelruain also opposed pil- 
grimages, which had become a 
subject of abuse, saying anyone

Daily Recital 


The liturgical and prayer life 
at Maelruain’s monastery in- 
cluded frequent use of the Mag- 
nificat in worship, and the 
monks daily recited all 150 

ms, not from memory, but 
rom a written manuscript; they 
believed this prevented the 
mind from wandering because 
the tongue, eyes and mind were 
all involved this way. 

Maelruain died on July 7th, 
792, and soon after his tomb 
became a place of pilgrimage. 
The Stowe Missal, which ap- 
pears to have originated in 
Tallaght soon after his death, is 
the first complete manuscript of 
a liturgy used in Ireland. Two 
other important works, the 
““Martyrology of Oengus”, and 
the “Martyrology of Tallaght”, 
also date from this time. The 
literary influences of Tallaght 
are considerable because the 
bulk of their writings were prose 
and verse written in Irish at a 
crucial time. A unique transla- 
tion of the liturgy into the ver- 
nacular Irish pre-dates the 
demands of later reform 
movements. 

Maelruain’s successors were 
often described as bishops and 
abbots of Tallaght. The monas- 
tery survived until the 1 1th cen- 
tury, but with the Anglo- 
Norman invasion, Saint 
Maelruain’s became the Parish 
Church of Tallaght and the 
abbey lands one of the manors 
of the Archbishop of Dublin. In 
1821, Archbishop Magee sold 
his manor at Tallaght and the 
old monastery lands later 
passed to the Dominicans. 

Although there is no prospect 
of the old pattern being revived 
at Tallaght, the anniversary of 
the saint’s death 1,200 years ago 
is being commemorated today 
with a special ecumenical ser- 
vice and exhibition in St 
Maelruain’s Church.

The guidelines partially address 
the problem of access to 
sterilisation for the local female 
population. Until recently this 
was effectively not available to 
our patients. Twelve years ago 
women who had decided that they 
wished to choose permanent con- 
traception, for a variety of per- 
sonal, medical and psychological 
reasons had to travel outside of 
the State to avail of such legal 

rocedures. 

e available in Cork they 
travelled there, and then to two 
= clinics just outside Dublin. 
hese procedures were only 
available privately and so many of 
our patients were denied access 
on financial grounds. 

In recent years female 
sterilisation has been made avail- 
able at the Adelaide Hospital; 
however, due to the demand for 
such services, there is a waiting 
list of up to two years. This has 


When services - 


meant that many women have 
become pregnant whilst on the 
waiting list. 

We, therefore, welcome any 
improvement in the situation, 
however tentative, but fail to see 


why the Coombe board insists on 


women having to present a 
medical or psychological history 
to justify a request for 
sterilisation. 

If such a history is to be a 
prerequisite for sterilisation 


Operation then the family doctor 


is as competent as the consultant 
or Master of the hospital, to 
advise on the suitability of such a 
rocedure. The family doctor is 
kely to have known the woman, 
her family, their medical, social 
and psychological history over a 
period of some years. However

ARAN ENERGY has paid $24.4 
million (£14.7 million) for the 
14.38 per cent stake in the Dunlin 
North Sea oil field it has agreed 
to buy from Chevron.

As part of the 
deal Aran took over Chevron’s 
one third interest in the area of 
the block lying outside the Dunlin 
field in exchange for its interest 
in block 21/14b, which it trans- 
ferred to Chevron.

Basle committee 
sets out new 
international 


banking code 


A YEAR and a day after the col- 
lapse of the Bank of Credit and 
Commerce International (BCCI) 
central bank governors set out 
new standards yesterday on 
supervision of international 
banking. 

The standards were agreed by 
the Basle Committee on Banking 
Supervision, backed by the gover- 
nors of.the so-called Sieus of 10 
leading industrial countries — 
Belgium, Britain, Canada, 
France, Germany, Italy, Japan’ 
Luxembourg, the Netherlands, 
Sweden, Switzerland and the 
United States.

THE Minister for Communica- 
tions, Mrs Geoghegan-Quinn, is

The Minister is also expected 
to announce the appointment of 
Telecom board member, Mr 
Charlie Mulligan, as the new act- 
ing chairman of the state com- 
pany. A permanent chairman is 
not being appointed at present as 
five cabinet members are attend- 
ing the Northern Ireland talks in 
London and will be absent from 
today’s Government meeting. 
The full cabinet usually gonsiders 
all appointments of chairmen of 
semi-state companies, so it would 
be next week before a new chair- 
man would be in place at 
Telecom. 


Mrs Geoghegan-Quinn is keen 
to be seen to be in control of the 
Telecom situation and will go 
ahead with the acting chairman 
appointment today. The Minister 
is thought to believe that a per- 
manent appointment should not 
be made until the Government 
inquiry into the controversial 
purchase by Telecom of the John- 
ston Mooney & O’Brien site in 


Ballsbridge, Dublin, is 


completed. 

Mrs Geoghegan-Quinn is ex- 
pected to say that Mr Hynes had 
acted in a unilateral way. He had 
proposed reform of Telecom and 
a need for cost cuts at the com- 
pany. While she found some of 
his proposals valid, he had failed 
to bring his board colleagues with 
him on them, according to some 
sources. It is also alleged there 
had been difficulties with the pro- 
cessing of board business and, 
after four board meetings, no de- 
cisions had been taken and the 
company urgently needed man- 
dates on budgets and other day- 
to-day issues. 


Mr Hynes had also clashed 
with the management of the com- 
pany.

I was 
so impressed with the way they have translated 
themselves so quickly from the eastern European 
mould into the greater Europe of integration. That 
is partly because of their strong pre-war commer- 
cial and industrial base and partly because of a 
hard-nosed realisation that they want to do it,” she 
reports. ae 

Saxony, with a population of five million and 
including the great industrial cities of Dresden and 
Leipzig, has set itself the target of becoming the 
most important industrial area of the unified Ger- 
— by the year 2010. | 

She believes that eastern Germany, which 
bought only £1 million worth of goods from Ireland 
in 1991, could become a market worth £250 mil- 
lion within a decade. 

Major opportunities exist for Irish construction, 
telecommunications, electronics and engineering 
services and products as well as consumer goods. 

In 1991, £2.1 billion was spent. on 
infrastructural rebuilding in eastern Germany. 
This year the transfer of public funds from western 
to eastern Germany will be around £66 billion, to 
be spent on social welfare, the restructuring of the 
environment, industry, roads and telecommunica- 
tions.

not attract the requisite support. 
Also out are three other 
athletes who achieved Ee 
standards for Barcelona, Pau 
Donovan (5,000 metres), . Sean 
Doliman (10,000m), and Jimmy 
McDonald (20 kilometres walk). 
In the case of Perri Williams, 
who is seeking selection for the 
women’s 10 kilometres walk, the 
selectors have requested more 
precise information on her inter- 
national performances. 


Inevitably the decision to 
exclude athletes who have 
achieved qualifying standards will 
land the Olympic Council of 
Ireland in another major contro- 
versy and all the signs are that 
BLE will be issuing a statement 
on the matter today. 

In defence of their decision, the 
OCI said that they were merely 
abiding by their decision an- 
nounced some time ago to make 
June 29th as the cut-off point for 
selection for Barcelona. Only in 
the case of a exceptional perfor- 
mances such as Costello’s throw 
at Tullamore would they make 
exceptions.

A 5 ft 11 in baseliner winning Wimbledon at 
effectively his second attempt. It might have 
seemed credible in 1972 but hardly in 1992. 
Even yesterday’s pictures of Andrei Agassi in 
his 7 suit alongside his childhood sweet- 
heart and long-time girl friend, Wendy Stewart, 
had more than a ring of fantasy to them. Surely, 
any moment now, Andre, Wendy and the rest of 
us are going to pinch ourselves and realise it 
was just that, a fantasy. 


What happened to all the a? serving power 
players? This was supposed to be their tournament. 
After all, Stefan Edberg had been the smallest of the 
four semi-finalists a year ago at 6 ft 2 ins and the last 
three matches — just five breaks of serve in ten 
sets. It seemed a slightly depressing bench mark for 
the future in that, henceforth, only big men with big 
serves need apply for the Wimbledon title. 


Agassi had been under no illusions about the 
sizeable task facing him. His coach, Nick Bolletieri, 
revealed yesterday that their preparations consisted of 
a round of golf and just a one hour and 45 minute 
practice session on a sodden clay court (so it would 
play a little bit like mH in Las Vegas. Given his 
three failures in major finals, on French clay and a US 


hardcourt, Agassi’s relatively Jaissez-faire approach 
probably served him well. 

As a baseliner, clay and hard courts (where the 
power game debate does not really come into play), 
ought to suit him more. Yet grass (which along with 
indoor carpets invariably prompts a debate about the 
power game), does suit his temperament. 

John McEnroe once called Wimbledon a crapshoot 
and perhaps therefore it should be a no surprise that 
the 22-year-old from Las Vegas flourished at it. 
Unlike clay and hardcourts, which demand patient if 
hard-hitting baseline rallies, and places a premium on 
mental and physical durability, grass favours this junk 
food addict’s just-go-for it approach. 

Nevertheless, given the predominance of the tall 
serve and volleyer, especially since Boris Becker’s 
triumph in 1985, it must have dawned on Agassi that 
he might forever be caught between a rock and a hard 

lace — namely Jim Courier — at every venue bar 
imbledon, and then Wimbledon itself. Destined, 
therefore, never to win a grand slam title. 


Ion Tiriac, manager of Becker and Goran 
Ivanisevic, was so befuddled by Agassi’s win that he 
reckoned ‘“‘Agassi should be hired by NASA or some 
other space agency because he’s changed the law of 
ballistics”. 

Agassi was quick to realise the significance of his 
win in a wider context: “I believe I have made a mark

for those who play like I do. It’s a style that’s served 
me well in the past and now it’s served me well here. 
But I’m just surviving out there against those guys’’. 

At times Agassi was just surviving against Becker 
and Ivanisevic, both of whom won the first set against 
him by adhering to an attacking game plan, both then 
allowed their concentrations to lapse greatly in the 
second and third sets before briefly remembering what 
they had done earlier to win the fourth set. Had they 
done so consistently from the start, one or other of 
them would surely have beaten the counter-attacking 
Agassi. 

This is not meant to detract from Agassi’s success, 
and his performance in both of those final sets 
confirmed his coming of age as a grand-slam cham- 
pion. His is a welcome success not least for his 
exciting and adventurous style as well as for his 
refreshing showmanship. The darling of the teenies 
brings a touch of glamour and, to some anyway, sex 
appeal that is a breath of fresh air in this somewhat 
dour era in the game. 

He may will have chased the buck rather too 
obscenely for some people’s taste (the man who once 
said “Image is everything” had made an estimated 
£10 million before this first major title). But havin 
asked whether Agassi was dude or a dork a year an 
two weeks ago, one can only conclude that on court, 
at any rate, Agassi is a bit of a dude. | 


He is unlikely to emulate the last out and out 
baseliner, Bjorn Borg, and go on to win five 
successive Wimbledons. Instead we could be entering 
a volatile period in the men’s game with the likes oi 
Ivanisevic, Pete Sampras, Wayne Ferreira ard others 
in line to maintain a trend started by first time winner 
Michael Stich last year.

Edberg has recently married and according to his 
coach, Tony Pickard, the twice former winner “‘is 
now looking down two avenues of life.”’ As 
McEnroe’s and other case histories prove, such is the 
singleminded demands of modern tennis that it is 


difficult to marry marriage with them. 


McEnroe was the hero and in many ways Martina 
Navratilova was the heroine of the tournament. The 
nine times former winner was eight years older than 
any of the other quarter-finalists and 12 years older 
than the other semi-finalists. Without her style of play 
and erudite press conferences, the women’s game 
would be quite dull and she will again return next year 
as more of a contender than, arguably, McEnroe. j; 


It is doubtful whether the women’s singles. will 
prove as voltile as the men’s. At just 23, Steffi Graf 
could, in a few years, find herself within striking 
distance of Navratilova’s record. Graf and Monica 
Seles have won all but three of the last 19 major titles 
and apart from Sabatini, Sanchez-Vicario and 
Capriati, there isn’t a whole lot coming up. 

ut for all that, the Navratilva-Seles and Cariati- 
Sabatini matches, plus Graf’s ominous return to form, 
ensured that the women’s singles made a handsome 
contribution to the fortnight. Even by Wimbledon 
standards, it was a memorable tournament of tennis.

A packed Court 
One crowd, enjoying the bonus 
day’s play free of charge, lent a 
super-charged ‘People’s Day” 
atmosphere to the occasion, 
which McEnroe described as 
“incredible — unbelievable’. 


“To come here with all that 
energy was really marvellous. The 
reception and excitement was 
amazing. It really pumped us 
up,” he said. 


McEnroe, crushed by eventual 
champion Andre Agassi in the 
singles semi-final, added: ‘“Win- 
ning the doubles is the best way 
possible to get over losing that 
match.”’ 


Although the £108,570 winner’s 
cheque will be shared between 
McEnroe and Stich, it was the 
American old-timer whose 
name last appeared on the 
Wimbledon roll of honour when 
he won singles and doubles in 
1984 — who the crowd were 
rooting for.

e facts were very simple and 
agreed = by both sides. South 
had quickly arrived at six hearts 
on the bidding shown.

He 
opened ... guess what... a 
trump! So South easily made the 
slam and no harm was done.

Rev Canon Goodman MA, Canon 
of Ross, and Professor of Irish in 
Trinity College, Dublin. He was 
born in 1828 in Dingle, Co Kerry, 
where his father and grandfather 
had been rectors, and here he 
acquired a mastery of Irish, as did 
his family. When abroad, as at 
home, all conversed in_ Irish. 
Apart from the Canon’s valuable 
collection of manuscripts, now in 
the Trinity College 
became an excellent performer on 
the Uileann Pipes, and took down 
several hundred tunes from local 
layers. He came prominently 
into the limelight when the Gaelic 
League launched the Irish 
Revival. Irish music, games, and
